Bevieve the News of my Imprifonment 
might fill thee with Doubts of thy own Li- 
berty, and make thee careful to avoid at 
Vienna, fach .a Misfortune as befel me at 
Paris. Yet if thou.wert much furprized at this 
Accident, it is an Argument that thou art but a 
Novice in the World, and art yet to learn the firft 
Rudiments of ufeful Wifdom, which teach us, 
That there is no Stedfafinefs in Humane Affairs. 
There has nothing happen’d to me in this, 
which I was not before provided for; neither 
did the Suddennefs of the Event make me 
change .Countenance. I fmiled at the fulfilling 
my own: Prefages, st, went to Prifon as uncon- 


cerned, 
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cern’d, as I would have gone home to my Lodg- 
ing. Not that I would have thee think, I was 
infenfible of.a Lofs fo afflicting as that of Liber- 
ty; but my Chains did not appear fo very formi- 
dable, having made them familiar tomy Thoughts 
long before. Bel 

When I firft came to Paris, I look'd on my 
felf but as a Prifoner at large, owing the Freedom 
1 had to walk about, only to the Carelefnefs of 
‘ the State, and the Favour of Deffiny.. So that 
when that Indulgence was retrench’d, no new 
Thing happen’d to me. What I had expected for 
Seven Years together could not feem ftrange when 
it came to, pals. , 

By what I have faid; thou may’ft learn to pre- 
pare thy felf for the worft Events, which com- 
monly fteal upon the fecure and unthinking, be- 
ing wrapp’d up in greater Darknefs and Silence, 
than the Moments which bring them to Light. 
Thefe flide away without our Advertifement, un- 
feen, unheard: Neither can our. Watches or Di 
als inform us any thing of them, till they are - 
pas d. So there is no Zydex to point out to us 
the hidden Decrees of Fate, “till they are accom- 
plifh’d ; no Ephemeris of Definy, but our own 
Experience. 

Thou, and all thy Nation, are fufpe&ed by the 
Chrifians: They efteem you Enemies of their 
Tnteref, as well as of ther Law. They defpife 
and vilify you, calling you, The accurfed of God. 
Yet they admit you as Members of their Com-' 
monwealth. ‘They receive you to the Prote- 
tion of their Laws, and entruft you with their 
Secrets, that they may ferve themfelves of your 
Money. Thus are ‘you become Bankers for 
your fworn Enemies:: And while you profefs an 
Eternal Obedience to the Injunctions of Mo/es, - 


you make underhand Leagues with the spia:

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of Fefus. Ido not accufe your Commerce with 
thefe Infidels: but, I fay, you have reafon to 
be upon your Guard, when you are environed 
with fo many Millions of Enemies. They are 
not ignorant of the Intimacies between the Mi- 
niffers of the Sublime Port, and thofe of thy Na- 
tion: It iscommon in the Mouths of the French, 
That the Jews are the Turks Intelligencers.

The very Walls of thy 
Houfe will betray thee, and thy Domefticks 
may prove thy greateft Enemies: Yet. fufpect 
none more than thy felf. This will not feem 
harfh Counfel, if thou refleeft twice on it, 
there being nothing more certain, than that it is 
not fo eafy to defend ones felf from him in 
whom we confide, as from one we. are jealous 
ef, And every Man is apt to. put too much 
Truft in himfelf. I believe thou art faithful and 
abhorreft Treachery; yet at the fame Time, 
thou may?ft be remifs and weak: What could 
not be extorted from thee by an open Enemy, 
may be difcovered by the Infinuations of a. pre- 
tended Friend.

"Tis 
true, the Letter was unfinifh’d, no Name fub- 
feribed, and fo Carcoa efcaped an imminent Haz-

The Tranfylvanian Agent 
continues ftill at this Court; and his Negotiation is 
not now a Secret. Monfieur Croiffy is gone Amba/- 
Sador Extraordinary to Prince Ragotfei, on the fame 
Errand from this Crown. The fubjeét Matter of 
both their Embaffies, is a League. Cardinal Ma- | 
zarini fufpeted Tergiverfationin that Prince, and 
that he would privately treat with the Emperor, if 
the Grand Seignior fhould withdraw. his Affiftance 
and Prote@ion from him; or if he himfelf fhould 
grow weary of the War. Wherefore Monfieur 
Croi/fi, according to the Cerdizals. Inftro&ions 
would not fign the League, till Ragot/fei had-called 
home his Ambaffadors, who were treating with the 
imperialifis at Tyrne, and fent away the German 
Envoy from his Camp. 
| The League being concluded, he infifted on the 
Neceffity the Prince lay under, of marching his 
Army nearer to Torffenfon the Swedifb General, 
that fo they might fupport one another againft

٠ the German Forces. 


This was the Pretence; but in Reality it was 


| defigned to engage the Tran/ylvanians beyond the 


Power of a Retreat, and to poft them under the 
Eye of the Swedifb General, who foon after pof- 
feffed himfelf of Tyrze, the Place appointed for 
Treaty between the Jmperia/ifts and Prince Ra- 
goti. 
‘ Itis a’ Town in the Lower Hungary, not far 
from Pre/turgh. The Swedes enter’d this Place 0 
17th. 
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17th of the 5th Moon, but left a Garrifon in it of 
Seven hundred Hungariax Horfe, and Three hun- 
dred Foot, according to their Articles with the 
Befieged. 

Thefe were foon 16224 to quit the Town by 
Count Forgat{ch, an Imperialiff, the Swedes and 
Tranfylvanians being march’d a great Diftance off: 
And "tis faid, this Hungarian Garrifon yielded not 
unwillingly tothe Imperial Arms. 

Tis certain, General Torffenfon puts but {mall 
Confidence in the Hungarian Soldiers: For above 
Six hundred of the common Sort deferted him, 
the 29th of the sth Jéoon, and thereft raifed fuch 
frequent Tumults and Mutinies, that their Com- 
manders ftood in more fear of them, than'of their 
Enemies. It’s reported likewife, That there has 
been lately no good underftanding between 
Ragotfei and Torffenfon, about the defigned Siege 
of Preftburgh: The former feeming to much to 
favour the Hungarians, and being rather inclined 
to carry his Arms into the Emperor’s Hereditary 
Countries. Yet. he would not confent, that Pref 
burgh fhould be in the Hands of the Swedes. 

The French fay, that the Prince is humorous 
and wavering, yet of,a fair Intention; but that 
the greateft Part of his Officers, are corrupted by 
the Emperor : And that therefore both they and 
the common Soldiers were for Peace ; only his 
Wife, his Son, and fome few of his Counfellors, 

erfuaded him to adhere to the Szedes. 

They add, that the Young Prince, being inftru&- 
ed by his Mother, one Day in a full Afflembly of 
the chief Commanders, made the following Ora- 
tion, Ragoti himfelf being alfo prefent:

** Glory of the Reimar and Grecian Conquerors. 
“ The Alexanders, Cefars, Scipios,and Hannibals, 
“> Mall no longer draw the World into an Admi- 
“ration of their obfolete Atchievements. The 
‘* Regiffer of your Deeds fhall foil their watiguated 
“* Hifforiess whilit Plutarch, Tacitus and Livy

“Proof could be brought againft him, ‘but his 
ftained Cloaths, Fis the Cuftom here, to put to 
the Torture Perfons fufpefted of capital Crimes, 
in order to draw a Confeffion of the Truth. 
‘This they did to this poor Wretch; end in 
the Extremity of his Pains, he acknowledged 
he had killed his Wife that Evening, but 
was altogether innocent of this poor Man’s 
Death, who was murder’d in the Streets. All 
the 'Torments they infli€ted, could force no other 
-Confeffion:-from-him; -fave that which his real 
Guilt prompted him to make. For which he 
was condemned to Death, aceording-to the Laws, 
‘Thou feeft by this, that had he gone about his 
Bufinefs, without prying into other Mens Mat- 
ters, he might have efcaped a Difcovery.

H ov haft never vouchfafed to acknow- 

_ ledge the Advice I fent thee fome Years 
ago, of a Chriffian’s Defign againit thy Life.

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Revenge in Execution that way; and therefore, 
the Caution I gave thee looked like a falfe Alarm. 
Thou trufteft in thy Courage, the Strength of thy 
Veflel, the Multitude and Fidelity of thy S/aves, 
and thinkeft thy felf invulnerable. But, Jet me 
tell thee,’ that neither thy Courage, nor thy 
Veffel, can defend thee from the Stroke of De- 
ffiny; and thou haft nogreater Enemies than thofe 
who eat thy Bread. Whether it be the Continu- 
ance of thy Cruelty, or the natural Regret of Ser- 
vitude has rendered them fo, I know not; but, 
if what I am informed of be true, thou art the 
miferableft Man in the World. Wert thou only 
in Danger to lofe thy Life by a Stab, a Bullet, 
or the fwift Effects of Poifon, it would be a 
Happinefs, in Comparifon of the Method that is 
now taken to deftroy thee.

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gefted, that their Houfes fhould be fearch’d. OF 


Ficers were fent accordingly; who after a narrow 


Scrutiny, found fome magical Books, . feveral 
Vials of ftrange Liquors, Pots of Ointment’, 
with an Image of Wax, refembling a Man, but 
partly melted. ‘There were imprinted on the 
Breait of the Jmage feveral unknown Charaéters, 
Figures and magical Symbols: And on the Fore- 
head was tobe read ZELEM EBEN SA 
GRAN. All thefe were brought, and expofed 


before the Inguifitors (of whole Office thou art - 
~ not ignorant ;) great Deliberation was had about — 
this unufual Emergency. The Jmayms and Chelhs 


were fent for and confulted.. The Witchesswere 
examined apart, and put to the Torture,-as is 
the Cuftom in Capital Crimes. Admirable was 
their Conftancy for a confiderable Time; but at 
length, overcome by the Continuance and Sharp- 
nefs of their Pains, they confefled: they had for 
fome Years prattifed magick Arts, convers’d with 


| familiar Spirits, raifed "Tempefts, Earthquakes, 


and done other wicked Feats.. Being examined 
about the مومسم‎ of Wax, they declared, That it 
was the Image of a Turkifb Captain of a Galley, 
whofe Name was written on the Forehead: And 


that they were hired by certain Jta/ians, who had : 


been S/aves in the Ga//ey of the faid Captain, to 
bewitch him to Death, in the moft lingring Me- 
thod they could invent; that inorder to this, 
they had made. this Jmage; that every Night 


they met together, with a fourth of their Gang, 
(who was not to be found) and made a Fire of 


ie 


the Bones of dead Men, which they ftole from. 


the Graves and Charnel-Houfes. That they laid 
this Jmage down at a convenient diftance before 
this Fire, repeating certain magical Words and 
Charms; and, as this Jmage gradually melted, fo 


the Body of the faid Turkifo Captain did infenfi- — 


bly 
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fibly wafte and decay. And, to add to his lin- 
gring Death an intolerable Torment, they ba- 
fted the melting Zmage with the Oils, and other 
Liquors which were contained in the Vials and 
Pots: That by this Means he was perpetually 
racked with moft pungent and acute Pains in 
his Bowels, Head, and all Parts of his Body, ra- 
ging under moft violent Fevers, infatiable Thirft, 
and want of Sleep. Finally, that this lingring 
kind of Death would continue, as long as they 
pleas’d to protract the Diffolution of the waxex 
image. è 

This Confefion, tho’ extorted from the Witches 
in the midit of infufferable Torments, yet was de- 
liver’d without any Inconfiftences, and with all 
the Demonftrations ofa real Penitence.. And be- 
ing feconded with the T'eftimonies of many cre- 
dible Witneffes, who had overfeen them in fome 
of their nocturnal Ceremonies ; the Inquifitors, mo- 
ved with a juft Horror of fo nefandous Abomina- 
tions, fentenced them, To de burnt, and their 
Ajbes to be fcattered into the Sea. Which was ac- 
cordingly executed on the fixth of the laft Moor, © 
in the Prefence of infinite Spectators. 

The News of this extraordinary Event is frefh 
în the Mouths of almoft all the Inhabitants of this 
City; yet no Man, I dare fay, hears it with that 
Concern for the Turki/h Captain, as Ido. Even 
thofe among the Chri/ffians who abhor Witchraft, 
would neverthelefs rejoice, if not only thou, but = 
all the Muffulmans were deftroyed with Exchant- 
ments; {ince they can never hope it will cometo | 
pafs by the Succefs of their Arms. 

I am not credu'ous of every Story that is rela- 
ted of Witches, being fatisfied, that Super/fition 
and Jgnorance has lifted many in that infernal 
Number, who were innocent and never deferved 
it; fome having been forced by’ Racks and-Tor- 
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tures, to confefs themfelves guilty of pra&ifing 
Enchantments, when, after their Execution, there 


have appear’d evident Proofs to the contrary. 


Yet I cannot be fure, but that there have been 
fome in all Ages and Nations, who have entered 
into Leagues and Affociations with Devi/s, and 
have been enabled thereby to perform Things a- 
bove the Power of Nature. However, I have a 
particular Defire to hear from thee, and to be 
informed, whether thou haft experienced the Ef- 
fe& of their Exchantments. If thou haft not, blefs 
thy Stars that thou wert born and bred a Mu/t/- 


man, againit whom the Magick of the Infidels can- 


not prevail; and that thou haft {wallowed the 
Impreffion of Mabomet's Seal, which is of Force to 


diffolve and make invalid, all the Charms of | 


Men and Devils. But if thou haft felt the Force 
of their Exchantments, and pineft away with un- 
accountable Pains and Languors; then think 
with thy felf that thou art defective in keeping 
fome Point of our Hely Law; that Mahomet is 
angry with thee, withdraws his Protection, and 
expofes thee to the Malice of Evil Spirits. Nei- 
ther perfuade thy felf, that becaufe the three 
Witches are put to Death, thou fhalt prefently re- 
cover thy former Health and Eafe again: For, 
fo long as there is a fourth living, and out of 
the reach of Fu/fice thou art not fafe. Nay, if 
fhe were taken and executed too, fo long as thy 
Enemies are yet alive, who firft employed thefe 
Hags, thou art itill at their Mercy. They will 
fearch every Corner of Jta/y, and of all Ewrope, 
but they will find Inftruments of their Revenge. 
They will rummage He// itfelf, to gratify their 
Fury. The beft Counfel I can give thee in this 
Cafe is, To pacify thine Enemies, by extrordi- 
nary Acts of Civility to the Chriftians, where- 
ever thou mecteft them; by ufing thy Sveves 
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mildly, and giving them their Freedom, after a 
limited time of Service, without exacting a Ran- 
fom, which neither they nor their Relations and 
Friends can ever be able to pay. This will abate 
the Rancour of the /rfdels, and turn their Re- 
venge into Kindnefs and Love.

Let 
not the Authority of any Station tempt thee to 
be cruel and unjuft ; but, in all things, Do as thou 
wouldft be done unto. ‘This is a Precept engraven 
on every Man's Heart; and he whofe Actions 
write after this Copy, will always be at ea/e bere, 
and tranfcendently appy hereafter. Follow this 
Rule, and thou wilt experience the Efe.

F one may SE of future Events, by apply- 
ing to them the Symptoms of Things pafti 
and if a Man may compare one Kingdom with 
another, I fhould think that France will in time 
extend the Limits of her Empire, as far as any of 
the four great Monarchies, that have been recorded 
in Hiffories for their univerfal Sway: I will not fay, 
as far as the wide-ftretch’d Empire of the ever- 
victorious O/mans. Yet the Genius of this Nation 
feems in fome manner to infpire the French with 


-asardent a Thirft of Glory and Conqueft, as that 


which has in all Ages appear’d to be the i/eperable 
Virtue of the Muffulmans. They prefs forward 
to the Mark for which they take up Arms; that 
is, to fubdue all before them, and lay Kingdoms, 
Provinces and, Cities, at the Feet of their Sove- 
reign. They are not difcouraged at Difficulties 
and Lofles. ‘The Checks and Oppofitions they 
meet with, do but animate them with new and 
freth Vigours. So that it is become a fure Prog- 
noftick of fome great Succefs to that Nation, 
when at any time they receive ill News from 
their Armies. In this, their Courage feems to be 
of the Quality of Naptha, which by pouring on 
of Water takes Fire, although, thou knoweft, 
thefe two E/ements be contrary to each other. So 
this Warlike People, inftead of being dejected, or 
made timorous by any Defeat given to their Ar- 
mies, are rather inflam’d with more a¢tive and 
valiant Refolutions, as will appear by the Repulfe 
given them by the Duke of Bavaria, not many 
Moons ago.

No Tears of Women and Children, 
no compaflionate Sighs for their flain Hufbands, 
Fathers or other Relations; no down-caft Looks, 
er ominous fhaking of Heads; no, melancholy 
Whifpers or portentous Stories were murmured 
in the Ears of the Multitude: But all Things 
appeared lively and profperous: the very Wo- 
men exciting the young Men to lift themfelves 
Soldiers, and the Boys in’ the Streets making 
all their Paftimes confift. in imitating the Mex 
of Arms, and learning the Di/cipline of War. 
There was no need to force Men to the Field. 
No fooner was the King’s Intentions to raifenew | 
Forces divulged in the Provixces, but thoufands 
came voluntarily, and took up Arms, chufing 
rather to feek honourable Deaths in the Toils 
and Hazards of War, than to lead inglorious 
Lives at Home, in the: foft Enjoyments of 

Peace. 
Thefe Things appeared to me as certain Pre- 
fages of the rifing Greatnefs of this Monarchy, 
and an evident Sign that the French Nation in 
this Age, fhall out-do their Agceffors in Warlike 

Deeds. | 

The Stage of that bloody Combat,, between the 
Forces of the Duke of Bavaria, and thofe under 
the Command of Mare/chal Turenne, was Mergen® 
theim. Since which there has been a more fierce 
Encounter between the French and Zuperialiffs. 
at Allerfbeim. Wherein the. former have’ reco- 
vered the Honour they feemed to have loft in 
the Spring, owing much to the Bravery of the 
Landgrave of Heffe-Cafe/, who, with his Regi- 
ments, had a confiderable Share in the A&ions 
of this Day 3: and therefore he his been prefented:

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with magnificent Gifts by the Qucen Regent. The 
Bavarians.lof in this Battle above Two thoufand 
common Soldiers, befides many Officers of Note.

The Duke of Enguien, notwithftanding his 
Wounds, marches on the next Day with his Army 
to Norlinghen, offering to that Town a Neutrality 
and Liberty for the Garrifon to march out; which 
confifted of three hundred Bavarians. But re- 
ceiving a fierce Anfwer from the Governour, he 
caufed the Approaches ito be madein order to an 


Affault, which was begun that very Night, and a | 
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Breach made in the Walls; upon which the Inha- 
bitants were forced to intercede with the Duke, 
that there might be a Ceflation of Violence till 
the next Morning, promifing that then the Sol- 
diers fhould furrender at Difcretion; which was 


done accordingly. 4 - 
٠ ‘There he tarried eight Days to refrefh his ' 


Army. Then he marched to Dazkez/pule, which 
was defended by a: Garrifon of Five hundred 
Bavarians.. He took this Place by Storm, yet 
gave Quarters to the Soldiers, who laid down 
their Arms, and yielded themfelves Prifoners.

tunity to cut them off, deferring the Victory‏ 
{whereof he was too fecure) till the next Day,‏ 
by reafon of the prefent Wearinefs of his Soldi-‏ 
ers. Inthe mean Time Turenne, with his whole‏ 
Army, pafs’d the Streight in the middle of the‏ 
مو Night, and came‏ 

This overfight of the Genera/is much talk’d of, 
becaufe, had he purfued his Advantage he had not 
only entirely defeated the French, but in all pro- 
bability, falling with the whole Force of the Em- 
pire on the Swedes, he had likewife vanquifhed 
them, and fo: put. an End - to' the War. But it 
feems as if the inferutable Providence had deter- 
mined to infatuate the Minds of the Germans, and 
referve thofe two potent Nations, their Enemies, > 
to be a farther Scourge to the Empire. . 

Adieu, great Guardian of the eternal Monarchy, 
and believe Mabmut, when he folemnly fwears by 
Mount Sinai, and by the tenth Night of the Mooz, 
that he adores thy confummate Virtue and Wil:

The Dervife who\was with me, feemed not 
much to admire at this.rare. Quality of the: blind 
Man; Telling me» moreover, That: about! ten 
At 3 . NY bas ie 
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Years:ago in his 'Fravels, he had feen a blind Sta- 
tuary at Florence, who undertook to make the Re- 
femblance of an Image in 'thevchief Temple of that 
City, which he finifh’dfo much to the Life, that 
his Work could no otherwife be diftinguifh’d from 
the Original, than by the Difference of the Ma- 
terials, that being Alabafter; bis white Clay; which 
he fo tempered and moulded with his Fingers, as 
he continually: felt of the other, that no Linea: 
ment was left-unexprefs’d. 

Indeed, when I reflected on our: ; Mattes in the 
Seraglio, and the unaccountable Sagacity with 
which they apprehended thofe Words which they 
never heard, I ceas’d tobe furprized at what I 
had feen the blind Man perform, or what the Der- 
wife had faid of the Statuary. 1 remember in Sy/- 
tan Amurath’s Time there was a. Mute, in whom 
the Grand Signior took infinite Delight. For, be- 
fides. athoufand pretty Geftures and Tricks, with 
which fhe ufed to divert that Prince, he often 
made her his Secretary, employing her in writing 
| Letters to his Bafa’s and others whilit he di&a- 
ted to her by Signs. Although fhe could never 
receive the Sound of Words, nor utter any that 
were articulate; yet I have feen her tranfcribe 
a whole Chapter inthe Alcoran, containing a hun- 
dred and ieventy Verficles, in as fine a Character, 
as the moft celebrated Scribes of the Empire; and 
. when fhe had done, would explain what fhe had 
thus written by Signs, which: made it evident 
that fhe perfectly: underftood the Alcoran. | 

Thefe are rare Gifts, my Friend; yet were all 
the Mutes educated with as much Diligence and 
Care, as was Sagueda, (fo fhe was called) ’tis pof- 
fible they would attain to greater Perfection. I 
have been told, that her Tutor, one of the learn- 
ed't Men in ‘Arabia, beftow’d many Years in 
teaching her this Method of Reading, under- 
fianding and Writing, This 
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This puts me in mind of a Man who was bred 
a Mahometan, but being taken Captive by the 
French, embraced their Religion, not in his Heart, 
but only in outward Profefion. When I fir& 
came to Paris, I fell into his Company by Acci- 
dent, and underftanding that he was an African, 
_I defired to afk him fome Queftions, but he was 
dumb, fo that I had almoft laid afide my Hopes 
of converfing with him; till perceiving that he 
moved his Lips, and opened his Mouth as one 
that was talking, I offered him Pen, Ink, and 28- 
per, making Signs to him, that I would gladly 
know his Mind in Writing. He accordingly writ 
in Morefco, that he was ftruck deaf and dumb 
about eighteen Years fince, telling me alfo the 
Place of his Nativity, and how he came hither; 
I took the Pen, and in the fame Language ex- 
prefs'd my Compaflion of his Misfortunes. When 


he faw that I underftood More/co, he writ again, 


fignifying to me, that if I opened my Mouth 
wide at the pronouncing of every Syllable, he 
could underftand my Meaning by the Pofture of 
my Lips and Tongue. I found his Words true, 
to my no fmall Admiration; for he would write 
down what I had faid. We converfed together 
often; and at length I procured his Efcape in | 
the Retinue of a Ciaus that was returning from 
hence to Conffantinople. |

Here is a vaft Difterence between thy 
Letter, and that of Shafbim Ifbam. He is 
eloquent in the Acknowledgment. of his Crime, 
thou rhetorical in thy own Juitification.

Thou art fo far from this, that thou canft not 
yet draw perfectly the nrft rough Strokes of a 
Counterfeit. 

To fpeak plain, hadt an by any artificial 
feigning of F riendihip to me, made Way to infi- 
nuate thy Story into the Belief of the Grazdees, 
thou mighteft have praifed me to my Ruin. | 
But to go bluntly to Work, without preventive 
Encomiums, difcovered at. once the Weaknefs of 
thy Judgment, and the Strength of thy Paflioni 
giving the Mizi/fers Occafion to think there was 
lefs of ‘Truth, than of Defign in thy Accufa- 
tions. 

For the Future, I advife thee to mind thy Books 
and Scholars,. and meddle not with.

His Dexterous concealing his Defigns, even 
to the very Execution of them, has ftruck a Damp 
into all the Courtsin Europe, infomuch as Cardi- 
nal Mazarini this Day told the Queen Regent, 
That he doubted left Su/tan lbrabim would prove 
another Junius Brutus, who being the Nephew of 
Tarquin, one of the Primitive Kings of Rome for 
fome Years, counterfeited an extraordinary Sim- 
plicity and Weaknefs of Spirit: But having pri- 
vately fecured a Faction to his own Interefts 
by popular Arts, he, to gain the Sovereignty, 
changed the Form of Government, procured him- 
felf to be made Con/u/, and difcovered a Genius, 
furpafling in Policy and mature Judgment, all his 
Predeceffors. 

Though the Cardinal's Comparifon be difpro. . 
portionate to the Grandeur of the fovereign Em- 
peror of the World, who cannot without a vaft 
Injury be*poftpon’d in Virtue, Wifdom or Power, 
as a Second or Imitator of any Prince upon Earth: 
Yet the Chara&er holds good in the main; That 
he has timely and maturely diffembled the moft 
fublime Abilities and Endowments a /overcign 
Prince iscapable of, rendermg thereby his Ene- 
mies fecure and carelefs: tillat length all عامط‎ 
illuftrious Attributes exert themfelves on a fud- 
den, breaking forth like the Svx from an Eclip/e ;

Such T'endernefs.is never fhew"d tò rag invinci- 


ble Ostoman Generals, neither would they. efteem: 


it a Favour, but a Difgrace. When they go to 
the .Wars,. they make no underhand Leagues 
with the Elements to {pare their Bodies, but are 
refolved. to. combat with Cold, .Heat, Hunger, 


‘Thirft, and all. the Hardthips. to, which Soldiers, 
are. liable, :as well as vrith; the Swords-ofstheir: 
Enemies, ‘They take no. other Armour againtt;

Blood, but court théir Enemies to fpill it on the 
Ground, from whence it will {pring up in Lau- 
rels and Wreaths, to crown them with Tri- - 
umphs and Glory whilft they live, and for to. 
fweeten their Memory with the Praife of future

Thus, Magnanimous Vizir, do the 4 
Heroes, the Props of the fir/t Empire, manifeft their 
Courage, in defying of Dangers and Wounds, 
and fcorning to capitulate with Fortune, for 
Eafe and Exemption from Death... They know, 
that when they march againft the Iufide/s, ?tis in 
Vindication of the eterza/ Unity ; and’ therefore, 
inftead of endeavouring to fhun, they court: a 
Death fo glorious, as that which willimmediate- 
ly tranfport them to the Bofom of our holy Pro- 
phet, and to the inexpreffible Delights of the Gar- 
dens of Eden... Where this ‘Truth is firmly root- 
ed, there is no Room for Fear to plant it felf 
But the Cafe is otherwife with Infidels, who 
blafpheme that pureft undivided Effence. They 
affert and believe a Plurality of Gods, and there- 
fore, in Time of Danger, amongft fo many Der 
ties, they know not whom to addrefs, orwhom to 
confide in. "The Apprehenfion of Death is terri- 
ble to them, whofe Hope is only in this Life;

Experience with 
Hyperboles 3 whilft his Enemies endeavour to _ 
Ieflen his Reputation. Some fay, he owes his 
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Revocation to the Queen’s Diflike 3 others attri- 
bute it to the extraordinary Concern fhe has for — 
his Health. But fuch as would be efteemed the 
wifer Sort fay, his return is voluntary and 
fought by himfelf, fcorning to hold his Commif 
fion any longer at the Pleafure of Cardinal Maza- 
Trini, who, ‘tis thought, firft procured him this 
‘Employment, only to have him out of the way, 
and take off his Application from the domeftick 
Affairs of France. Thefe are ‘the Difcourfes of 
the People at. prefent, who yet perhaps may 
change. their Opinions before the Sun goes down. 
They will always be cenfuring and defcanting 
on the Actions of their Superiours; few being 
willing to think their Tongues: were given them. 
to lie Idle. It isbut a little Member, but often 
does great Mifchief by its Activity. One of 
the Arcients gave no good Character of it, when 
he called ita Demon. Yet we are not bound to 
believe all that the Philofophers faid. AE /op gave 
the moft impartial Account of this Member, 
when he faid, "Twas the belt, and the work. 
Sometimes I fit filent many Hours together; not 
for want of Company, (for here’s a Glut of that 
in this populous City ;) nor becaufe I know not 
what to fay, (for I could fpeak a great deal more 
than “tis fit for others to hear) but that I may 
ftudy with lefs Interruption, how to ferve my 
great Maffer. For much talking enervates the 
pane and evaporates the Mind into Air. 
. Befides, by thus pra&ifing Silence in private, I 
learn the Art of reftraining my Words in 
publick, when it is requifite to promote the 
Ends at which I aim. ’Tis not for a Man in 
my Station to be open and talkative, but to 
diftinguifh Perfons and Seafons; to underftand 
the due Stops and Advances of my Tongue 3 
fometimes to fay much in a little, at other times 
to 
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‘to fay’ little’ or ‘nothing ‘at all; but ever fo to 
fpeak, as not to lay my felf naked to the Hear- 
€rs3 yet to feem a very frank, open-hearted Man, 
in what I difcourfe of. ; 

T would not have thee conclude from what I 
have faid, that Mahmut ules any Referve to the 
Miniffers of the Divan, who are Mines of Science 
and i/dom, and-can eafily difcern the Heart thro” 
‘the moft artificial Veil of Words. But it is abfo- 
lutely neceflary for me to ufe Diffimulation in this 
Court, feeming many times ignorant of what I 
‘really know, that I may not be thought to know 
‘more than they would have me. I was never yet 
foindifcreet, as to publifh any Secret that was com- 
‘mitted tomy Charge, whereby I have gain’d great 
Confidence with Men who delight to unbofome 
their Intelligence. ‘They efteem mea Man of In- 
tegrity, and fit to betrufted. Thus am I made 
privy to many Intrigues of the Grandes, and a 
Repofitory of the Court News: whilft they whit- 
per in Mahmut’s Ear what is tranfa&ed in the Roy- 
al Bed-Chambers, and private Apartments. 

By this Means I came acquainted with an A- 
mour of Cardize/ Mazarini, which is known but 
toa few. This Miziffer has none of the worft 
Faces, and a proportionate Elegance in his Shape: 
Much addiéted allo to the Love of Women; 
yet he manages his Intrigues with that Cau- 
tion and Privacy, as not to expofe the Honour 
of his Fun/fion.

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Caftle, which commanded a large Valley of Mea- 
dows and Corn-Fields. The Swedes burnt the: 
Corn on the Ground, led away the Peafants 
Captives, and demolifhed many ‘Towns. and Vil- 
lages; yet not without fome Lofs on their fide ;, 
For the Saxons one Night ftole upon them while 
they were fecurely fleeping, and flew an hundred 
and Twenty, taking above three hundred Pri- 
foners. 'Thofe who were left in Poffeflion of the

_. Thefe Articles, at firft Sight, appeared to be 
equally favourable to the Saxons and to the Swedes. 
But in reality they ferved only as an Umbrage to 
deeper Defigns, which the Swedes had in Agita- 
tion. For this was the firft Step to draw the 
Saxon off from the Emperor’s Party; and Torffenfon . 
was now fecure, that whilft the Swedes rufhed 
farther into Germany, the Saxons would not mo- 

left them behind. | 
For my Part, I neither underftand the Po/icy 
nor the Integrity of the Eleéor, in figning thefe

He had fcarce finifhed his 'Trenches, when the 
next Morning an Arrow was found with a Letter 
faftened to it, not far from his Tent. The Let-. 
ter was directed to the Duke, and fubferibed by

were, to fignify to him, That if he would give him 
| 0 | Fifty 
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Fifty thoufand Pieces of Gold, and continue bim in 

his Office, he would the next Night open the Gates, 

and let in bis*Army; and that before Mid-day he 

would fend a Meffenger to know his Pleafure. The 

Duke waited the Arrival of the Meflenger, who. 

feconded what his Mafter had faid. But the mag-- 

nanimous Prince, inftead of accepting’ his Offer 

fent him back to his Ma/er with this Meflage, Tha?’ 

be came not before the Town as a Merchant, to 

purchafe it at the Price of a needlefs Treafonz but 
as a Soldier, at the Head of an Army, fupd with 

continual Vidories ; farmmoning him forthwith to. 
furrender at Difcretion, That being the only way ta: 
experience his Generofity. 

This Year has been fignalized with much A&ion 
in Flanders, Catalonia, and Italy. The Field was 
fhared among many brave Generals. 

The Duke of Orleans had the Command of the 
Army in Flanders,.where he took the Forts of 
Vandreval, Bourbough, Link, Dringhen, Betbune, 
8. Venant, Guifca, Lens, Mardyke, Lillers, Mening, . 
and Armentiers. 

Thefe Places were won by féveral Parties, un- 
der the Command of the Mare/chals de Geffion, . 
de Rantzau, andthe Duke of Guife, who all acted 
in feparate Bodies, under the Duke of Orleans. 

Nor was the Count @ Harcourt idle in Catalonia, 
where he fueceeded in the Charge of the Murefchal 
de la Mothe. The firît Effort of his Arms was. 
the retaking of Aeramont, which .the Spaniards - 
had feized; a ftrong City, and which kept a- 
large part of Catalonia in Subjection. 

From hence he marched towards Rojfes,-one of = 
the moft important Places for Strength under the: 
Spanifb King’s Dominions, and governed byanex- - 
perienced Soldier, who failed not .to defend the.- 
Place to the lat Extremes,.but after a Siege of. 
two Moons, was compell’d:to yield for want~ of: 
Provifione,.. Db Aftera 
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After this, the French General cut off feven hun- 
dred Spaniards, who were pofted to hinder his 
Paflage over the River. ‘The next Day the whole 
Armies meeting in the Plains of Liorens, there 
was a furious Encounter, in which the Spaniards 


. Toft ten Regiments of Horfe on the Spot; the 


reft threw down their Arms and yielded. The 
Marquis of Mortare, one of the Spanifb Generals, 
was taken Captive with other Perfons of Note ; 
among which was the Standard- Bearer of Spain. 
Yet this was but the Engagement of one Wing. 
For when the other entered the Combat, the 
Slaughter was dreadful. Of the Spaniards were 
flain Six thoufand Horfe, and Sixteen hundred.‘ 
Foot; and three and Twenty hundred of them 
were made Prifoners. ‘The French loft not above 


_ Three hundred in all, and they had but a few 


wounded. 

This Battle has brought infinite Glory to the 
Count @ Harcourt. After which there happened 
nothing remarkable in Catalonia, fave the taking 
of Balaguier, which is like to end this Year’s Cam- 
paign on that Side. 

Prince Thomas of Savoy commanded in Italy, 


+ but had no great Number of Fremch in his Army, 


the main Body being drawn off to ferve in Catale- 


nia. Yet vexed to fee the Succefs of the Spani- 


ards, who had poffefled themfelves of a ftrong 
Caftle, and kept the Field in a Bravado, as if he 
were.not able to face them; he raifed fome Re- 
‘cruits, and enter’d the Mi/ezez; where he took 
the City and Caftle of Vigewano. After this, de- 


‘ figning to return into Piedmont, he found all the 


Paffages block’d up by the Spaniards, who had a: 
far greater Army than his. Yet affuming Cou- 
rage, he attempted to pafs the River Moura; and 
the Enemy prefenting themfelves, to oppole his: 
oe he gave them Battle, and killed Five 

1 hundred 
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hundred and threefcore of them; among whieh: 
were nime Officers of principal Command and 
Quality: On his fide were lot Two hundred 
common Soldiers, and twelve Officers; among 
which was his Brother Prince Maurice of Savoy.. 
Thefe are the chief Aétions on that Side. As 
for Portugal, there has happened nothing in that 
Kingdom worthy of Remark. 

I have in this Letter, {age Governour of the 
Imperial City, obferved the Method thou enjoyn- 
١ edft me; I have acquainted thee, with whatfo- - 
ever has occurred in the prefent Wars of France 
and Spain during this Year. 

’Tis difcourfed here, that the Vemetians will lay 
Siege to Canea next Spring, in hopes to recover 
that important Place fram the Arms of the victo- 
rious Ottomans. 

The Duke of Orleans will be on his March ta 
Flanders towards the latter end of the next Moon, 
refolving to make an early Campaign, being a- 
larm’d with the late Lofs of Mardyke, which the 
Spaniards took by Surprize, without much Blood- 
fhed, having not the fourth part of a hundred 
Men killed on their Side. Whereas, when the 
French took it from them, it coft five thoufand 
Lives of the beft Soldiers the King of France bad 
in his Army. 

The Hour of the Poft will not permit me to 
fay more, than that I am the humbleft of thy 
Slaves. .

١ fhip at this Time, in the Way that Pbilofophers 
‘propofe to be ufed between fuch as own that Ti- 
“tle. I will not complain of the Dolors I under- 
go, that fo by making thy Compaflion fhare them 
with me, I may eafe my felf of a Part. It ap- 
pears to me a pufillanimous, if not an unjutt 
A&ion, for a Man to transfer his Sufferings by 
difcovering “em to his Friend, and defignedly 
throw that upon another, which is fcarce tolera- 
ble to himfelf. 

I am fick, and. Cuftom has rendered this al-- 
moft as natural to me as Health. My Conftitu- 
tion is not Proof againft the envenom’d Arrows 
that are fhot from theSfers.. Nor am I conftella- 
ted, to refift the fecret Contagions that lurk in. 
the Elements. ‘The Herbage of the Field lan-- 
guifhes, when poifon’d with invifible Atoms. 
from above; and all the Leaves of the Foreft wi- 
ther, when touched with the baneful Emiffions of‘ 
certain Meteors, or fcorched with the winged. 
Exhalations. of the Night. So our Bodies re- 
ceive a thoufand. Impreffions. from Things with- 
out us, and not a few Maladies from our felves. 
The very Channel of Life proves many 'Times 
the Vehicle of Death, while our Lungs fuck in 
unwholefome Airs, and our very Breath becomes 
our Bane. We have radical. Poifons in our 
Complexions, which though they.do us no hurt,. 
while we let them lie dormant, yet once excited: 
by our Paffions and Vices, they become noxious 
and. fatal, hurrying us into the Chambers of 

Death, . 
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Death, by unaccountable Difeafes, and: Pains. 
which are under no Predicament. 

This makes me bear my prefent Diftemper with: 
an: equal Mind, becaufe I know its Original, and. 
"tis not in the Lift of thofe Maladies which have. 
no Name; whereby I can. eafily calculate its Due- 
° ration, and almoft point a Day when I fhall be 
well again. For ’tis in the Number of thofe, 
Phyficians call Acute;. and the Anguifh it inflicts.

Take not this for a Complaint, nor what Iam. 
about to fay for a Paradox, when I tell thee, 
That I know not which. is greater, my Pleafure: 
or Pain, during this excruciating Fever. ‘Thefe 
Afflictions. border fo near upon one another, that 
' 1 find it difficult to diftinguifh them. ‘They feem: 
to be Inmates to each other, and blended toge-- 
ther in their Roots. Sure I am, they are fo twi-- 
fted and interwoven in my Conftitution, that I 
never felt one without the other. Every Man. 
may experience, that his ftrongeft: Defires are- 
compounded of thefe two Pàflions, and the ve 
Moment of Fruition itielf, cannot feparate them. 
The Minute of Enjoyment is but confecrated: 
to his Lofs, while the Heighth of his Joy is the 
Rife of his Grief, fince the fmalleft Particle of 
Time cannot diftinguifh the Life and Death.of 
his Pleafure. | | 

Do but reverfe_ this. Contemplation, and apply 
it to my Sicknefs, and. thou wilt find no Riddle. 
m my Words, when I affure thee, that as the 
‘Torment of my Fever advances, fo does my Eafe 5: 
Pleafure and Pain fit and fhake Hands in my. 
Heart, embrace, and equally divide its Sy/fole, 
and Diaffole between them. 

Yet 1 muft needs own, I am indebted for this. 
Allay of my Dolors', to the Prefence of my. 
- which.I fuffer not to be torn from itfelfi. 

ve 
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or carried away by the violent Motion of my agi- 
tated Spirits. Wereit not for this, a Fever would 
prove a He/] upon Earth, and every Puéfe a tor- 
menting Fury. My very Drink (which is all my 
Subfiftence now) would appear but the loathfome 
Dittillation of that Tree, ١ whole wnpalatable and 
fealding Gum, is appointed for a Beverage to the 
Damned. ‘The fofteft Entertainment of my Bed, 
while awake, would but be a Tranflation of the 
Torments of Jxion and Si/yphus; and the flatter- 
ing Intervals of Sleep, would but renew the Suf- 
ferings of Tartalus. Whereas now, whether 
afleep or awake, my Mind keeping aloft in her 
proper Sphere, bufied in the Contemplation and 
Enjoyment of her felf and fuperiour Objects, 
partakes not in the Fever of my Body, but.as if 
en the cool top of fome high Mountain, furveys 
all the Valleys beneath, without being fenfible 
of their raging Heats. 

+ I owe this Tranquillity, in the mridft of bed 
Perturbations, to the Examples of ancient Phi/ofo- 
phers, which thou knoweft have far more Influ- 
ence than Precepts. Ever fince I read that P/oti- 
nus could chafe away the racking Tortures of the 
Gout and Stone, by the fole Force of his Thought, 
I daily try’d the Experiment, fpurr’d on my Emu- 
lation of his Virtue; as judging it ignoble in a 
Muffulman to give the Palm to a Pagan in any 
Point of mafculine Bravery. 

"Tis recorded of the fame Philofopher, that by 
the mere Strength and Majefty of his Mind, he 
difipated the Exchantments of Apollonius Tyanceuss 
and the inferwal Spirits confels'd they were baffled 
by that thinking Man: As if his Soul were of the 
Nature of Medufa’s Head, which turn’d all into 
unactive Statues; who did but look on it. 

Surely, great is the Efficacy of Contemplation, 
hinted at in the Arabian Proverb, which fays, 
١, ! eel 
è 
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He that can fee bis own Eyes without a Glafs, hall 
be able to move the Bulls Horns. Which myfteri- 
ous Expreffion is thus interpreted by the learned 
vicen. A Prophet or Spiritual Man, who always 
converfes within, fhall have Power to fhake the 
Foundations of the Earth; which, thou knoweft, 
refts on the Horns of a Bull, according to the Do- 
&rine of the Holy Law-giver. 

I need fay no more to convince thee, that È 
am in a Fever. My thus expatiating and running 
from one thing to another (when I thought to 
have -faid all in a few Words) will fatisfy thee 
what Temper I am in. Yet recolleéting my felf 
with Comfort that I know my Diftemper, I will 
crave Leave to tell thee a fhort Story ofa Man 
who was fick for many Years, and yet the ablett 
Phyficians in Paris, could not difcern his Ma/ady. 

This Perfon was an Officer of the City, whofe 
Bufinefs ’twas to arreft Men that were in Debt. 
He was obferved to be the fubtleft of all his Bre- 
thren, and the moft dextrous at plotting another 
Man’s Ruin. This augmented his Eftate, and 
he grew extremely rich. But in the one and for- 
tieth Year of his Age, he was feized with an 
unknown Malady, a Diftemper to which the moft 
fkilful were Strangers. He languifhed five Years 
in a Condition which moved all Men. to Pity. 
It will be tedious for to recount the’ Symp- 
toms of his Illnefs. At length he died; and ac- 
cording to his own Will was dife&ed. The 
Phyficians found all Parts of his Body decayed 
and wafted; but when they came to his Head, 
they were above meafure aitonifhed to fee a Neft 
of Serpents inftead of Brains. ‘This was conclu- 
ded by all to be the Source of his Diftemper: 
and People defcant varioufly on it. Some fay, 

"twas a fudgment of God inflitted on him, for his 
cruel Subtilty, in trapanning Men out of their 
Liberties 
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Liberties by a thoufand Wiles. Others are of 
Opinion, that it is a watura/ Produ&, it being 
ufual in fome Conftitutions, for this fort of Crea- 
ture to be bred out of their Vitals. A Merchant 
that had been in Peru told me, that in a Province 
of that Empire, there were People, who by drink- 
ing the Water of a certain River, had Serpents of- 
ten engendred in their Bowels; that he had feen 
one prefented to the King of Spain which was ta- 
ken out of a dead Man’s Heart, a Cubit in length. 
He 1210 ’twas of a crimfon Colour, without Scales. 
or Eyes; neither was it venomous. ‘This he af- 
ferted very folemnly, and with Imprecations. 

I tell thee, dear Friend, if thefe Things be 
true, who can be fure he harbours not fome fuch 
loathfome Inmate in his Body; yet I would not 
have thee grow melancholy upon it, and diflurb. 
thy Repofe. ‘The Day will come, when we fhall 
all be metamorphofed into Worms and Serpents in 
the Grave. 

In the mean while live thou happily, in the 
Favour of thy Sovereign, in the Enjoyment of thy 
Health, the Vigour of thy Senfes, and have fome- 
times in thy Thoughts a Man full of Infirmities,. 
without murmuring, Mabmut, that loves his. 
Friend in all Conditions.

. Death of him who firft gave him his Life. The 
Brother lays Trains to ‘enfnare the Partner of his. 
Blood, the Off-fpring of her that bare himfelf. 
No Bond of Affection or Tye of Confanguinity,. 
is of Force to reftrain thefe Jnfigels from purfuing 
each other with Malice. Neither has their Reli-. 
gion any more Influence on their. Paffions, than 
the Fab/es of the ancient Poets.

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There isno Reafon that we fhould grieve at 
this Folly of the Nazarenes. ’Tis from their Im- 
piety and Vices, the Virtue and Wifdom of the 
victorious Mu/Ju/mans receive the greater Luftre, 
who are created to difplant thefe wacircumcifed, 
and inftru& the Nations which they poffefs'd, in 
the Faith free from Blemifb. : 

Yet fince the Depredations which the 
have made in Germany and Denmark, the neigh- 
bouring Crowms and States, notwithftanding their 
Infincerity, have feemingly interpofed their En- 
deavours, to prevent the worft Effects of a War, 
fo deltra&ive to the common Intereft of Chrifen- 
dom.

They endeavour to corrupt 
her Allies, and infinuate into the Minds of the 
United States of the Low-Countries, all thofe Ap- 
prehenfions which may ferve to improve the Jea- 
loufy they had already ‘conceived of the French 
N Ali apa. Suggefting that the Spanifh Ne-- 
tberlonds are the only Bar which ftops the Armies 
of France from over-running Holland, and the 
reft of the Urgited Provinces.. In fine, they have 
prevailed on them to enter into ‘a feparate 4///- 
ance, and not. to.treat in Conjun&ion with the 
Minifiers at Munfter. 

On the other fide, the French, by their عل‎ 
gents in Holland, endeavour to unmafk the Ar- 
tifice of the Spaniards; reprefenting that they 
have no other Defign in thefe Infinuations

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but to breed an ill underftanding between this 
Crown and the United Provinces, that fo by their 
ill Offices, in ‘Time Things may come to a Rup- 
tare, and the States be deprived of the Friendfhip 
and Proteétion of France, which alone is able to 
fupport that Commonwealth, againit the Pretenfions 
of their old Enemies, the Spaniards. All Europe 
is aftonifh’d to fee, that notwithftanding the ut- 
moft Condefcenfions of the French Court to con- 
ferve Peace, yet the States, led by their i// De/finy, 
fhould embrace the Propofals of Spaia. ‘This makes 
a great Impreflion on all the Miné/ers affembled 
at Munfter and Ofnaburgh, who now conclude, 
that the Spaniards only feek Occafions to perpe- 
tuate the War in Europe; that whilft the Princes 
of the Empire are engaged in a Defence of their 
‘Territories, and the Swedes and French are bufied 
in purfuing their Conquefts, they may pick a. 
Quarrel with their new Friends, whom they have 
deprived of a more powerful Proteétion, and re- 
eftablifh themfelves in the revalted Provinces, 

The Deputies have had feveral Conferences 
about this important Affair; and the Refult of 

their Counfels, is to folicite the French Court, to 
ufe its utmoft Power to prevent the ill Confe- 
quences which this /eparate Treaty will bring along 
with it. 

"Tis difcourfed here, that Moxffeur de la Tuillerie 
will be recalled from the Court of Szedeland, be- 
ing efteem’d the fitteft Man to diffuade the Ho//an- 
ders from this new A//iances he having been al- 
ready employed in feveral Negotiations with the 
States, and is well vers’d in the Methods of treat- 

. Ing with that Nation.

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So nice and delicate in this Affair, that all Francé 
cannot afford another Man duly qualified, to ma- 
nage it with any Probability of Succefs. If he 
fhew not more Candour in-this Negociation, than 
he did when he was fent to mediate a Peace be- 
tween Swedeland and Denmark, he will receive but 
flender Thanks at his Return. Butif he fucceeds, 
tis faid, That Cardinal Mazarini has declared, he 
will merit to be inftall’d in the Order of the Ho/y 
Spirit. I have formerly {poke of this in one of 
my Letters, asthe moft eminent Order of Knight- 
ood in France. 
I with the Chriffians may ever find Difficulties 
to obftruét the Meafures they take to eftablifh an 
univerfal Peace, and may continue to amufe and 
vex one another, "till the Day of the Scourge.

Courfes, againft the wicked Profeffors of Chriffia- 
nity; that the L/mae/ites fhould come out of their 
Holes, and fhould flow down like a ‘Torrent from 
the Mountains of the #2, over-running all Chrs- 
frendom. In fine, that Germany, France, Italy, and 
Spain, fhould be laid defolate, their beautiful. Ci- 
ties fack’d and the Inhabitants led into Captivity, 
that the Pope, with all his Prie/?s, fhould be exter- 
minated; and, that all Nations fhould embrace 
ene Law.

A Courtier came to this City laft Night from 
Swedeland, who brings Letters from Monfieur Cha- 
wut, Which fay, that he has received great Encou- 
ragement

‘Thou haft already heard, that 
Monfieur la Tuillerie, Ambaffador from this Crown . 
to Queen Chriffina, was thought the only proper

was fent to refide in his Abfence at Stockholm, to_ 
obferve what paffes and to continue the ل‎ 
between the two Crowzs.

Day of the Moon of December, in the laft Year; | 
where Monfieur la Tuillerie, had prepared all things 
ready for a fpeedy Difpatch of his Negotiation: 

having the Day before his Arrival made known 
to that Court the Pleafure of the Kimg of France, 
and the Queen Regent, whofe Letters were receiv’d 
by Queen Chriffina, with all the Marks of ‘Royal 
Affection ; fhe telling the 4mbaffader, that fhe in- 
finitely honoured the Perfons of the Kizg and the 
Queen Regent s and, that fhe would give them fuch 
Proofs ot the Integrity of her Friendfhip, | as 
would demonftrate, That fhe was fenfible of her ~ 
_ Obligations to them, for what they had contri- 
buted to the good Succefs of her Affairs: And 
that there was nothing more dear toher, nor more 
fixed in her Refolution, than to conferve inviola- 
bly the League that was between them. She far- 
ther told the 4mbaffadors, that it was with no or- 
dinary Complacency fhe now beheld two Miniffers 
‘of France in her Court, after fhe had been without 
' any for along Time. In fine, fhe affured them, 
‘That whatfoever could be fpared from the necef- 
fary Defence and Service of the Kingdom, whe- 
ther Ships, Arms or Men, fhould not be wanting 
to the Aid of the King of France. 

By this thou mayeft perceive, That though the 

King of France has powerful Armies by Land, 


yet 
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yet he is defeétive in Naval Forces: Or, if he has 
Ships enough to defend his own Realms by Sea} 
and to ferve as Convoys to his Merchants, it mu 
be concluded, that fome foreign. Expedition is 
defign’d, which has put him upon this extraor- 
dinary Method to encreafe his Fleet. 

I thought it highly neceflary to acquaint thee 
with this Paffage, that the Minifers of the Port, 
auguit and ever happy, may confult what Mea. 
fures to take with this Prince, if it be true, That 
he defigns to break the Leagge which he made 
with Sultan Ibrabim four Years ago. There is but 
little Confidence to be repofed in the moft folemn 
Oaths of Chriffian Monarchs, who hold not them- 
felves obliged to keep Faith with thofe whom 
they efteem Infidels; and, thou knowett, that is | 
the beft Tit/e they can afford the Odfervers of the 
moft perfett Law in the World. Yet the French, 
among all the Nationsof the Meffas, feem to bear 
the greateft Refpect to the Ottoman Empire. But 
they are inconftant and changeable, which is an 
Argument of Infincerity. They are very prompt 
and warm in contra¢ting Friendfhips, and as rea- 
dy to infringe thofe facred Bonds, on the leaft Oc- 
cafion, efpecially where intereft and Ambition 

‘have the Afcendant. 

The Venetian Refident at this Court makes daily 
Vifits to the Queen Regent, and has frequent Con- 
ferences with Cardizal Mazarini. Many Couriers 
pafs between Manffer, Stockholm, and this City. 
Yefterday one arrived from the Venetian Ambaf- 
Jador at Munffer, giving an Account that the Se- 
cretary of that Embafy, whom he had fent to 
Queen Chriffina, was return’d with the Promife 
of eight Ships-of War, lent by the Queen to the 
Repudlick, to afit them againft the All conguer- 
ing Mufjilman. |

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«It feems as if Sweden were become the com- 
mon Arfenal of Europe, from which the other 
Kingdoms are fupply’d with. all the Inftruments 
of War. But what is moft obfervable, is, thatthe 
Fenetians obtain’d not this Favour, without the 
Mediation of the French Miniffers at Stockholm. By 
which it feems evident, that this Court has newly 
enter’d into a private League with the Repudlicks 
and that they defign to furprize the Ostomans 
with fome fudden'Enterprize by Sea,

‘ be encouraged with the fame Proportions of 
Bounty. Munificence will not only add to thy 
Glory, but alfo advance thy Intereft, fince thou

T is a vaft Difappointment to the Venetians 
that our General in Candy has fo opportunely 
revictuall’d Canea and increas’d the Garrifon there. 
Morifini is blam’d for this, by thofe that wifh him. 
. no Good. What will not envy fuggeft, when it 
beholds a Man on the Top of Honour? This Ge- 
neral, to give an Enemy his Due, is a Man of 
-Spirit and true Fortitude; neither courting, nor 
fhunning Dangers in the Service of his Country s. 
but when once engaged in Perils for that Caufe, 
he is fearlefs as a Lion. If he has not hitherto. 
“had Occafion to give the State fo defperate a Proof - 
of Loyalty, as once did the Reman Curtius (who: 
bravely gallop’d into the bottomlefs Cha/m to par 
cify their angry Gods;) yet he has often demon- 
firated, that his Courage and Fidelity come not 
fhort of the ancient Heroes. In a Word, he has. 
done too much for the Repudlik of Venice, to e- 
fcape the Spleen of other Grandees. All muft be 
Generals, or the War will not profper. Each: 
Man’s Ambition dictates this to the State, that a 
Man of Conduét would foon expel the Turks out 
of that /fland: Thus in his Conceit, laying a. 
Train for his own Promotions 


x Would’&. 
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Would’ft thou know Morefz?s Crime, that 
excites all this Paflion? To {peak the Truth, it 
was an Overfight advantagious to the Ottomans. 
He put out with his whole Fleet to Sea, and left 
the Port of Canea open. By which means, three 
of our Ships got in with Plenty of Provifions. 
So that the Town is now in a Condition to fu- 
ftain a long Siege, and the Vewetians defpair of 
ever recovering it. Yet Morifini has made fo 
plaufible an Apology, that the Sezaze have acquit- 
ted him, not judging it confiftent either with Ju- 
ftice or their Intereft, to fuffer one Mifcarriage,. 
the Effect of a fair Intention, to out-weigh his 
numerous Merits and Services. For, the Occafion

. forth new Prodigies. ‘The Peole lament the pre- 
fent, and prefage .greater Calamities to come. 
While Mahmut perfeveres unmov’d, and neither 
molefts himfelf nor others, about عط‎ 6 
Decrees and Deftiny.

what thou commandedit me. Yet knowing 
the Eiteem thou haft for Women of Virtue and 
rare Endowments, and with what Pleafure thou 
readeft their Stories, I fhould never fend any Dz/- 
patch.to thee, wherein there is not a Relation of 
fome Heroine. I will be more diligent hereafter, 
toobferve the Difpofition of my Superiors, and will 
endeavour to procure a Collection of the Lives 
and CharaGers of all the famous Women, that have 
been recorded. in Hiffory. In the mean while, 
hear what the French fay of Chriffina Queen of 
Swedeland, of whom thou requireft a Defcription. 

She is the only Daughter of Gufavus Adolphus, 
the moft victorious Prince that ever govern’d 
that Nation, and one of the moft fuccefsful 
Warriors in the World. As his whole Life was. 
led in the Field, fo there he received an honour- 
able Death, being flain in the Battle of Lutzen: 
Some fay, by the Treachery of Duke 4/ert, who 
had in Appearance deferted the Emperor, and 
offer’d himfelf.a Voluntier to Gufavus Adolphus. 
I formerly mention’d this Dude, and that he was 
kill’d by a Swedifh Lady. If the Sufpicion of the. 
Swedes be well grounded, and that Duke Albert 
was really guilty of the Murder of Gu/favus, it 
may be this.was the Motive which brought thofe 
Amazons into the Field, to revenge the Death of 
their Prince. But it is impoflible to be affur’d of 
the Truth, among fo many different Opinions. 


When 
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When the Freach {peak of Guffavus Adolphus, 
they cannot reftrain their Words on this fide a 
Panegyrick. ‘They fay he was a Prince above all 
Praife. "Tis certain, his very Enemies admired 
his inimitable Courage, and matchlefs Fortune. 
Ihave fent thee the true Efigies of his Face, 
where thou wilt fee’ a moft agreeable Mixture 
of Majefty and Benignity, creating Refpect and 
_ Love at the fame time in the Beholdets. (He was 
fo familidr with every one, ‘as if'‘he had forgot 7 
-himfelf, as well as’ he was a Stranger’ to Pride. 
He was a great Student in his Youth, and made’ 
himfelf Mafter of Latin) French, and Italian; be 
| ing alfo perfeétly skill’d in Ancientand Modern’ 
. Hiftories. He had a wonderful Faculty in difeo- 
vering Impoftors; a dexterous Wit in Time of | 
Danger and ‘Difficulty, being ready at Counfel, 
and fwift in Execution; and as cunning ‘at’a’ 
Stratagem, as he was bold at an Onfet: | He was - 
liberal to his Officers, ‘and to ‘all Men of Merit; 
but a fevere Punifher of Diforders'in his Army.’ 
And that which crown’d all the reft-of his‘ Vir- 
tues, his. Piety to God was fingular and worthy 
o° Remark. The French relate a memorable Saying’ 
of this King, when he was once in his Camp 
before Werben. He had been folitary in the Cabi- 
net of his Pavilion fome Hours together, and 
none of his Attendants durft interrupt him 5 tile 
at lengtha Favourite of his, having fome impor- 
tant Matter to tell him, came 'foftly to the Door, 
and looking in, beheld the King very devoutly 
on lis Knees at Prayers. Fearing to moleft him” 
in that facred Exercife, he was about to with- 
draw his Head, when the King {pied him, and bid’ 
him come in; faying unto him, Thou 77 
te fee mein this Pofture, finte. I bave fo many thou-- 
fands of Subjects to pray for me. But I tell thee, 
that no Man bas more need to pray for bimfelf, than 
s Oty 
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be, who being to render an Accountof bis Affions to 
none but GOD, is for that Reafon more clofely af- 
faulted by the Devil, than all other Men befide. 

Guffavus was born in the Year 1 594, at which 

time, they fay, a Comet was feen in the Form of a 
Sword, with its Point directed toward Germany 5 
which the 4frologers of thofe Times interpreted 
asa ‘Prefage of that King’s Warlike Genius, ‘and 
of his fature Conquefts in the Empire. He came 
to the Government before he had feen full feven- 
teen Winters, and was cut off in the eight and 
thirtieth Year of his Age. 

, It-is faid, "That a few Days before his Death, 
when his Soldiers received him with infinite Ac- 
clamations and all the Marks of an unufual and 
intemperate Joy, he feem’d to be troubled at it, 
faying, That he took that excefive Demonftratior 
of his Soldiers Love, for an Omen of fome approach- 
ing Difaffer: And that be was afured GOD 

. would, by taking him. away, teach them, that 

there is wo Confidence to be repofed.in any Mortal. | 

After the Death of Gaffavus, ‘the States of the 
Kingdomaffembling, proclaim’dChriftina Queen; 
and during her Minority, committed ‘her to the. 
Tutelage of Five principal Officers of the Kingdom, 
who alfo took ‘on them. the whole Care of the 
Commonwealth. 

She is perfe& in Seven Languages; well vers ra 
in Ancient and Modern Philofophy, and a com- 
plete Hiforian. Infine, {he has acquir’d the Title 
of the moft learned Prince/s of her Time. 

She is of a graceful and’ mafeftick. Afpe&; 
has a piercing Eye; wears part of her Hair 
loofe about: her Temples, and /flowing down 
in Curls to her Shoulders; the reft braided up 
behind, in: Form of a Wreath... Thus’ is fhe: re= 
prefented by her Pif@ure, which Ihave feen ina 
Gallery of Cardinal Mazar ini’s Palace, who pro: 

feffes. 
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feffes a great Veneration for this Queen. Could 


I have purchafed this Portraifure, as I did her 
Father’s, I would have fent it thee: But all the 
Pencils in Paris are hardly fufficient to fupply the 
Clofets ‘and Galleries of the Nod/es with this 
admired Figure. She is become the Ldo/ of the 
French. 

Many ‘great Matches have been offer’d her, 
but fhe refufes all, either for Reafons of State, or 
Diflike of the Penpnd or an Averfion fhe has 
for a married Life; or through Oppofition of 
her Nobles, who feem to covet to be govern’d by 
a Maiden Queen. Soon after her Father’s Death, 
the King of Denmark attempted to make her 
his Wife; but his cane ef was abruptly re- 
jected. 

No better Encouragement did the King of Po- 
land lately meet with, who twice follicited the 
fame thing for himfelf, and was as often repulfed. 
But this, ’tis thought, proceeded from fome poli- 
tick Reafons, he being defcended of Sigi/mund, 
a former abdicated King of Sweden; all whofe Po- 
fterity are for ever excluded from enjoying the 
Swedifh Crown, by a Law. 

The Englifh alfo gloried ina Virgin Queen the 
laft Age: Her Name was E/izabeth, whom thou 
canft not but have heard of. She was the Daugh-- 
ter of Henry VIII. King of that Nation. She was 
a Princefs of an extraordinary Gerizs, remark- 
able for her Wit and Learning. ’Iwas one of 
her Subjects, who the firlt of all Mortals, fail’d 
round the G/obe: And, by his fortunate Service, ~ 
fhe vanquifh’d the reputed invincible Armada of 
Spain.

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_ potent Queen in a Formof humble Suppliants, en- 
titling themfelves, The Poor Diftreffed States, But 
now they’re High and Mighty, puthing for an E- 
quality with Sovereign Princes. | |» 7 

Icannot comprize in a Letter all that may be 
faid of this great Queen. Befides, Hifforians vary 
in her Charaéter. ‘Thofe that-{peak-moft-impar- 
tially, fay, That fhe had extraordinary Virtues, 
yet was not free from great Vices.’ We mutt not 
expect in any Mortal, a Temper exempt from 
the common Malediétion; much lefs in that Sex, 
whofe natural Weaknefs claims our Indulgence 
and Excufe. It is admirable to fee or hear of a 
Female, whofe aétive Soul can difengage it felf 
from the common Frailties of Women, and per-.

Ex- 
traordinary Couriers are fent out, and come in, at 
all Hours of the Night. Strange Reports are in- 
duftrioufly fpread about the City. ‘Trading is at 
a Stand, the Banquiers-referv’d, and little Money 
ftirring, which makes the Populace murmur. 
They complain of the Times, as is ufualin pub- 
lick Difcontents: The o/d difcourage and incenfe 
the young, by making Comparifons of this Age 
and Reign, with the happy Days of Henry the 
° Great. They fill their Ears with Golden Stories 
of former Times; and infpiring into them a 
Love of the paft, they equally introduce a Ha- 
tred of the prefent Government. ‘Thefe are 
the common Artifices of Faftion ; and though 
none appears yet under any diftinét Name or Ti- 
tle, yet it is eafy to prognofticate from thefe 
Preludes, that e’er. long the Mask will be ta- 
ken off, and Sedition will fhew her felf bare- 
faced. 

T’other Day a Fellow run crying through the 
Streets, God fave the King, but the Devil take the 
Italian. He was follow’d by a few, and thofe 


of the moft contemptible. Yet no Ofkcer - 


or Magiftrate in this City would caufe him to be 
apprehended, or attempt to fupprefs the Mu- 
tiny he was raifing. ‘The Citizers fmil’d at his 
Boldnefs, and Money was brought him from un- 
‘known Hands: The Women blefsd him as a 
Prophet, and the Virgins fell down before the 


Altars و‎ * 
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Altars, on his Behalf: The Zemp/es were. crowded 
with Votaries, or rather with the Fautors of this 
new Sedition; as if they ftrove to draw their 
Gods into the Cabal, and would make Heaven it . 
felf abettheir Tumults. His Train increas’das he 
meafur’d the Streets; "till at length he was feiz’d 
by the Reya/ Guards, the Rabble difperfed and 
all things reftored to Quiet. That Night a dou- 
ble Watch was kept throughout the City; the» 
Fellow was ftriétly examin’d, and put tothe Rack; 
yet no Confeffion could be extorted from him, 
fave That the publick Good induced himto take this 
Courfe: That the Tyranny and Oppreffion which 
Cardinal Mazarini exercifed were infupportable: 
And that he was ready to facrifice bis Life for the 
Welfare of bis Country. He is condemn’d to the 
Gallies during his Life. And great Endeavours 
are ufed to find out the Authors of this Novelty. 
‘For he is looked on but as an Inftrument fet at 
work by fome Male-contents of higher Quality, ا‎ 
and the Fore-runner of fome more formidable 
Infurre&ion. 

Proclamations are iffued out, to forbid all Dif- 
courfe of State Matters: But the Fannie {pare 
not to whifper their Sentiments. 

The young King is taken ill, which augments 
the publick Jealoufy: Men fhake their Heads, 
and look dejected, as they walk along the Streets. 
Some menace Revenge with their furrow'd 
Brows ; others {peak openly, That the Kingdom is - 
fold to Strangers. ٠ A general Confternation and 
Diforder has feiz’d all, while their Fears. prompt 
them daily to expe& a Change. ‘To obviate 
the Mifchiefs which thofe popular Paffions «threa- 
ten, Soldiers are drawn from divers Parts of 
the Country by Mazarini’s Order, and by infen-. 
fible Companies quarter’d up and down Paris. 
Between thefe and the’ Citizens, there happen 

divers 
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divers Quarrels, frequent Murders are commit- 
ted: While the Night, which covers all Things 
with Darknefs, ferves to fhroud their mutual 
Outrages, and private Revenges. Thus the pub- 
lick Calamities are cherifh’d: What will be the ~ 
Iffue, Time will evince. i 

In the mean while, the Affairs of Germany and 
Swedeland, feem to be in a fair way ef Compo- 
fure. Divers Treaties are on Foot in order to a 
general Peace in Chrifendom. "The Embaffadors 
and Deputies of the feveral contefting- Crows 
have frequent Conferences. But each Party in- 
fifts fo vehemently on Circumftantials, that no- 
thing but fruitlefs Demurs conclude their Meet- 
ings. France has a great Stroke in all thefe Af- 
fairs: And ’tis grown to a Proverb, That Cardi- 
nal Mazarini carries all the Courts of Europe iz 
bis Bofom. pati 

The Swedes treat like 1م7220‎ and the Germans, 
tho’ much enfeebled, yet cannot forget the Ma- 
Je/fy of the Imperial Sceptre. ‘The Danes have an 
Intereft to profecute, and the Po/es are not with- 
out their Pretenfions. National Pride and Honour 
havea great Influence on thefe Crowns. But the 
Hollanders, like Merchants, a& according to the 
Rules of Profit. They ftand on no Punéilioes, 
but fuch as advance their Traffick; knowing that 
Money is the Nerves of War. .In this they are 
tq be efteem’d wife, their Commonwealth beingas 
yet but in her Nonage:' Her Strength not knit, 
nor fhe in a Capacity to wreftle with her potent 
Neighbours. 

England finds Bufinefs’ enough at’ Home, ‘to 
employ both her Money, Wit and Arms. Nor 
can fhe be at Leifure to attend to foreign Tranf- 
- actions. | 

Spain ever follows the Intereft of the German 
Court, it being the unalterable Maxim of the 

House 
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Houfe of Auftria, to remain united, and aggrandize 
it felf. 

Tiny has various-Interefts ; and Venice in parti 
cular, is in ftri& Friendfhip with this Court. 

Portugal is ftill upon her Guard, againft the reft- 
lels Spaniards: And Don Fuan de Braganza makes 
foreign Alliances. 

The /upreme Monarch of thee vifi ble and invifible 
Worlds, who fits on the Throne of Adamant, un- 
der the Covers of the eternal Tree, grant, That the 
Diftra&ions of thefe Jvfidel Princes and States 
may continue, ’till the Time appointed by Fate 
fhall come, wherein the faithful O/mans fhall pof- 
fefs the Red Apple.

All Perfia and the Indies abound with 
Courtexans; and he had need of O/man’s Chattity, 
who would withftand fo many and ftrong Temp- 
tations. 

. ‘Thou needeft not wonder at the Effeminacy 
of the prefent Mogu/, who fuffers himfelf and 
his State to be govern’d by Women. ‘That fub- 
tle, and afpiring Sex, have always fought. to 
undermine or over-reach our Race. They keep 
behind the Scenes, yet act their Parts: in all the 
Tragedies and Revolutions of the World. The Fa- 
ther of the prefent Indian King made an abfo- 
lute Refignation of his Sovereignty to his Queen, 
for four and twenty Hours. This Prince by a 
ftrange Affe&tation, called himfelf King of the 
World.

Thou condemneft the Injuftice and Avarice of 
the Indian Moguls ; who, as foon as any of the 
Omrabs, or great Men die, caufe all his Eftate and 
Goods to be feiz’d, to their own proper Ufe. 
Whereby it-comes to pafs, that the Widow and 
Children of the Deceafed, are reduced to the 
loweft Condition of Poverty, being many times 
forced to beg for a Subfiftence. *Tis true, this is. 
an Oppreflion not to be juftified, .efpecially in 
thofe who profefs to believe in ove God Creator of 
all Things, the incorrupt Fudge of the Universe, 
But what thinkeft thou then of our Sa/tans, who 
not having Patience to wait till a z2tural Death 
fhall make them Heirs to the Wealth of a Baffa, 
generally fecure their Ti#/e, and haften their Pof- 
feffion by a Bow-ffring ?

But at length, 
not being able to prevailon his Mother, to part 
with fo much as would anfwer his Expectations, 
he complained to the Mogu/, difclofing alfo what 
Eftate his Father had left. ‘The Mogu/ being in- 
formed of fo much Riches, fent for the young 
Man’s Mother, and commanded her to fend him 
half her Money, ordering, ‘That the other half 
fhould be divided between her felf and her Son. 
The Widow, not being at all furprized, or caft 
down at this unjuft Propofal, made the Mogu/this 
pers Reply: O King, may the Gods make thee 
happy. My Son has fome Reafon to require his Share 
of bis Father's Eftate, having his Blood running in 
his Veins ; but I defire to know, what Relation thou 
art to my Huftand or me, that thou claime)t a 
Share in bis Inberitance.  'The Prince abafh’d at 
fo {mart and bold an Addrefs, commanded her 
to give half her Eltate to her Son, and fo dif- 
miffed her, 
I have heard fome of our Chiau/fes praife the 
Magnificence of the Moguls Court, the infinite 
Number of his Attendants: But above all, they 


extol the inimitable Grandeur of his Throne, | 


which is adorn’d with fo many ‘Topazies, Rubies, 
Emeraulds, Pearls, and Diamonds, as amount to 
thirty Millions of Roupies. But were it not much 
better, if inftead of all this needlefs Glory, he 
could boaft, That his Empire is founded in the 
Hearts. of his Sudjeéis: He does dot confider, 
That fuch prodigious Heaps of envied Treafure 
are but fo many glittering Szares, golden Mana- 
cles, which ferve for no other Ufe, but to chain 
him up from that Freedom, and thofe more .in- 
nocent Delights, that the meaneft of his Subje&s 


enjoy. 
1 Thou 
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Thou haft, I perceive, difcourfed with the مرو‎ 
dian Bramins: Doft not thou difcover, even in 
thefe Idolaters, a Contempt of Riches? What 
mean Thoughts have they of the Splendor and 
Gayeties of the Court? What a low Efteem of 
the long and proud Series of Titles, with which the 
Moguls endeavour to exalt-themfelves? Whilit 
they are called the Lights of the World, and Com- 
panions of the Sun; thefe poor Philofopbers know, 
That in a little time they fhall be laid in Darknefs, 
and have no better Society than that of Worms. 
‘What fignifies their Pedigree, or, Thatthe prefent. 
Mogul is but the tenth Defcendant from the mighty 
Temurlen, who made all Afa tremble, if he has 
lott the Virtue of his gloriovs Anceffor ? ’Tis that 
alone makes all Men truly noble.

fome Millions of his Subjeéts and Strangers: For 
he is in the mid of Enemies, even among his. 
own Suébjedis. ‘There are above an hundred Soye- 
reigns in his Empire, who perpetually by turns 
moleft his Government, refufing to pay ‘Tribute, 
and raifing Armies againft him: Whereby it comes 
to pafs, that he is at aninfinite Expence to de- 
fend himfelf, and carry on thofe endlefs Wars; 
thou thy felf having obferv’d ‘that once in two 
Moons there is an indifpenfable Neceffity of paying 


thele | 
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‘thefe prodigious Armies: Not a Soldier through- 
out his Empire having any thing to live on, fave 
the Wages he receives of the King. 1 

Confider alfo, that this Monarch always keeps 
fome thoufands of the fineft Horfes in the World 
near his Perfon, fuch as coft him thoufands of 
Roupies a-pieces befides a thoufand Elephants ; 
with an incredible Number of Mules, Camels, 
and other Beafts of Burden, to carry his Wives, his 
Goods and Provifions, when he takes the Field - 
That whole Cities, even as large as Conftantinople, 
are obliged to follow the King’s Camp for Subfi- 
ftence, their Livelihood altogether depending on 
the Army. Add to this, the immenfe Charges of 
his Seraglio, his Caftles and Sea-Port Towns, with 
all the other neceflary Expences of the State, and 
thou wilt conclude, That when this Potentate 
comes to cait up his Accounts, he will find him- 
felf a poor Man. 

But I fhall cloy thee with a Rehearfal of fuch 
things, as thou canft not be a Stranger to. 

Only tell me, Whether one of the Raias or 
Princes {abject to the Mogu/,-be the real Defcen- 
dent of Porus, the ancient King of India, in the 
Time of Alexander the Great? I have been told 
by feveral Travellers, That there is fuch an one, 
that his Name is Rava, and that an hundred of 
the idolatrous Princes pay Homage to him, as to 
their watural Sovereign.

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| The Occafion of this Quarrel was, The great 


Refort of Roman Catbolick Strangers to Monjieur | 
Chanut’s Chapel, which gave Difguft to the Swedes, 
who allow not the Exercife of the Roman Religion — 


within their Territories. They caftrate all the 
Prieffs of that Communion whom they find, and 
profecute the Laity with rigorous Penalties. But 
Monfieur Chanut pleaded the Law of Nations: And 


when theSecretarytoldhim, 'That the Queen per- | 


mitted him and his Family the Liberty of their 
Religion, but defired him not to admit any other 
Perfons of what Nation foever: This Miniffer re- 
plied, That be could not receive as a Favour or 
Permiffion from ber Majefty, the Liberty of exerci- 
fing dis Religion, fince be held it only of bis Ma- 


fter, the King of France, who had fent him thither, | 


and that be would not fhut the Door of bis Chapel 
azainft any that coculd come in: That their Law,. 
which, according to their own Calcule, tas made 
about Two thoufand Years after the Foundation of 
their Eftate, could mot abrogate the Law of Na- 
tions, which is eternal: That this perpetual Law 
gave particular Privileges to certain Perfons, and 
e/pecially to the Minifters of foreign Princes: That 
their new Law, /uch as it was, being only made ta 
maintain the pablick Worfhip, rée/pefed not what 
was done in the Houfe of a foreign Minitter, by 4 
Special Privilege, it being of no Consequence to the 
State, whether fuch Foreigners ferved God or not, 
or whether they wor/bipped him in a right or wrong 
Way: That no Swede came to his Chapel, but on- 
7 fome French, who were Sojourners in the Land: 


That they did not ufe the Swedith Ambaffadors fa 


in France, who admitted whom they pleafed into 
their Chapels: Thar the Houfe where he now 
dewelt, was the Houfe of the King of France; and 


vhat therefore he could not by Confequence refufe — 


any Catholicks az Entrance into it, efpecially fuck 
on as 
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. as were born Subjedis of bis Matter: And in fine, 
That it was very rude to oblige him to be the 

Executioner of this fevere Law, în requiring him to 
fout bis Doors. upon his Country-men, againft the 
cominon Laws of Hofpitality, the Honour of 4 
pablick Minifter, avd. the Pleafure of the King 
bis Sovereign. 

. To this the Secretary made fomething too tart 
a Reply. Whereupon Words increafing between 
them, and the Preach Ambaffador being refolute to 
affert his Privilege, .the Secretary broke out into 

‘ a Paffion, as I have before mention’d, Jaying 
his Hands upon his Sword, as he was leaving the 
Room. ١ 

The Swedes are naturally a rugged, furly Peo- 
ple, as are all the Northern Europeans. "They are 
Strangers to Civility, and the gentile Addrefs of 
the French. Yet the Queen,"when fhe heard of 
this Paflage, was angry with her Miniffer, and 

© excufed his Rudenefs to Monfieur Chanut; telling 
him, That the Secretary was a faithful Servant, 
but had been educated among the Bears of the 
Foreit. p 

This puts me in mind of a Stary, which the 
French tell of another Ambafador, whom Lewis 
XIII. fent to the Court.of Spain. The Spaniards 
are of a haughty Temper, expeCting more than. 
ordinary Submiflions, from thofe who approach, - 
the King’s Prefence. This 4mdaf/zdor, on the fame 
Ground, was required to dofome Homage, which 
would not, confit with the Initructions of his 
‘Maffer, and therefore he refufed to comply. The 
King of Spaiz thinking. to put him out of Coun- 
tenance, faid aloud, What! bas the King of France 
no other,Men in bis Court, That he fends.to me fuch 
a Fool as this? To.whichthe Ambaffador replied, 
My Matter bas many cvifer Men than my felf about 
him; but to fuch a King, fuck an Ambaflador.. .

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Thou wilt not perhaps approve fuch Raillery 
as this to Crown’d Heads, who ought to be treated 
with Reverence and Gravity. Yet, I believe, 


thou wilt condemn the Cruelty of a Duke of Muf | 


c0vy, who caufed the Hat of a Freach Ambaffador 
to be nailed to his Head, for fitting cover’d معط‎ 
fore him, This is contrary to the Genius of the 
Ea/f?, who abhor to fee a Man bare-headed. 

But every Nation has its Mede: And Iaecord- 
ing to the Fafhion of my Country, kifs ‘the Bor- 
der of thy Veft, in Token of my Submiffion and 
Refpect. .

LETTER XXIH. 


To the Mufti, moft Venerable, and Wor- 


thy of all Honour. 


EC HE Criticks, who {pend their Time, and 


manifeft their Wit, in defcanting on the’ 


Court and the Grandees, find perpetual Matter of 


Difcourfe concerning Cardinal Mazarini. His dai- 


ly Actions furnifh them with new Themes, and 
fometimes they rehearfe the old. They compare 
him with his Predeceflor Richliex, and with Cardi- 
nal Ximenes, aSpanifo Miniffter. They term thefe 
three, the Trinity of Chri/tian State/men; thus di- 
ftinguifhing their perfonal Characters. Richliew, 
they fay, was crafty, covetous and revengeful ; 
Ximenes was politick, fevere, and valiant; Maza- 
vini is wife, merciful, and liberal. ١ 
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The ‘firft made good his Character, they fay, 
in heaping up fuch prodigious ‘T'reafuress in 
raifing all thofe of his Family or Dependence, to 
the higheft Honours; in occafioning the volun- 
tary Banifhment of the Queen-Mother ; in ruin- + 
ing whomfoever he fufpected; and finally, in 
making himfelf fo much the Matter of all Secrets, © 
that the King, however difgufted and averfe from 
٠ him, yet could never fit fafe on his Throne 
without him, when /iving, nor venture the Ma- 
nagement of the Pwé/ick to any of his Creatures, — 
when dead. \Thus {peak they of that great Mz- 
nifter. 

As to Cardinal Ximenes, they fay, He difcover’d 
the Qualities which they afcribe to him, in the 
Method he took to raife himfelf to that envied 
Greatnefs, which was, by feeming to fhun the 
Honours at which he fecretly aim’d. For being 
a devoted Dervife, or religious Friar, he appear’d 
to be the moft mortify’d Man of the whole Order 3 
Which being taken Notice of, he was made Pro- 
vincial; from which Digzity, he made but 
one Step more to the Purple! And, growing emi- 
nent for his Abilities, he was made the fr Mi- 
nifter in the Court of Spain. I 

He levy’d Sixteen thoufand Men at his own 
Coft, invaded Barbary, ftorm’d their ftrongeft 
Cities, and reduced the whole Kingdom of Tri 
poli and Algiers, to his Maffers Obedience. 

Whilft he was atthe Head of his Army, one 
Day there happen’d a Mutiny among his Soldiers. 
A certain Fellow, running up and down between 
the Ranks, and exciting them to chnfe a new 
General, faying, It was a Shame to ferve a poor- 
| /pirited Friar: The Cardinal’ perceiving this, 
fiepp’d to the Fellow, and, with one Blow, 
fever’d his Head from his Body. This ftruck 
fuch a Terror into-all, that, from that time, 
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| there was not the leaft Tumult or Diforder in his È 
Army. î 

They fay, he was in the End poifon’d by eating | 
ofa Fi/b, of which a Friend of his receiv’d Inti- 
mation on the Road, as he was riding to the 
Place where the Cardinal was at Dinner. But he. 
came too late, to prevent the Effects of the Poi- 
fon: For though the Cardinal was but juft rifen 
from the Table yet he began to void Blood. Sy 
his Ears, and the Extremities of his Fingers; and 
‘ inafew Days drew his laft Breath. He was tall, 
and well limb’d: His two fore Teeth of the up- 
per Jaw grew fo far out of his Mouth, that he 
was call’d, The Ecclefiaffical Elephant. Vhe Sutures 
of his Skull were fo clofely indented, that there 
was no more room for Tranfpiration of the grof- 
fer Vapours, than through the moft folid Part of 
the Bone. On this account he was ever troubled 
with the Head-ach, contrary to Cardinal Richlieu, 
who never felt any Pain in that Part, becaufe he 
had two little Holes in his Crown, through which 
the Fumes exhai’d. 

Thefe are the Remarks which are made on 
Cardinal Ximenes. As to Mazarini, they fay, he 
furpaffes both thefe Miniffers, in the exquifite 
Moderation of his Temper: And comes fhort 
of neither, in the Contrivance or. Succefs of 
Affairs, being folid in his Counfels, fecret and 
fwift in their Execution. He has this alfo pecu- 
liar in his Condu&, that none are more fure of 
‘his Favour, than thofe who have done him Inju- 
ries, He is magnifick in his Expences; ‘building 
Palaces, that may vie with the moft celebrated 
Struétures of the antient Romans: A curious 
Collector of choice Paintings and Sculptures; 
furnifhing the Houfes with Utenfils of Cedar, 
‘Ebony, Silver, Gold, and other Ornaments, be- 
Stting the Pa/aceofa King. Liberal beyond the

Expettation of his Friends and Servants, yet not 
١ to Profufenefs. -He has a wonderful Sagacity in — 
difcovering Cheats and Impoftors ; and no lele 
Dexterity in difcerning Men of Merit, 0 -

Not long ago he catch’d a Gentleman in a 
Crime, which expos’d him. to the Laughter and 
Contempt of the whole Ceurt, but not to the 
Cardinal’s Hatred.

| gined that no Body had feen him, and therefore — 
huge’d himfelf in the Thoughts of his Booty. 
When the Show wasover, and the Company with- 
drew from the Window; after a while, they alk 
took their leave, and departed: And, among the 
reft, this Gentleman Thief was going out. But 
the Cardinal defired him to tarry, in that he had 
fomething to fay to him. ‘The Gentleman ftung 
with the Guilt of what he had done fell a trem- 
bling, and was ready to drop down at the Cardi-- 
nal’s Feet.

The Nazarenes believe this faming Mountain to 
be one of the Mowths of Hell: The fame Opinion 
they have of Strombolo and Vefuvius. I am not 
curious to pry into the Truth of fo coftly a Se- 
cret, but leave the Experiment to the fotfworn, 
treacherous Scots, who by this barbarous Action, 
deferve to follow the Fate of Matto, 
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Much greater was the Integrity and Virtue of 
the ancient Romans, whom thefe /nfide/s number 
among the damn’d. They efteem’d nothing more 
Sacred than the publick Faith; building Temples 
to its Honour and ftamping their Mozey with the 
Figure of two Hands joined together, having this 
Motto, THE FAITH OF THE ROMANS.

(HIS City is pefter’d with an innumerable 

Multitude of Bats, and a kind of Serpents, 

- which they call Lizards or Newts. They breed in 

the Walls of their Houfes, and moleft the Inha- 

bitants Night and Day, fwarming more than or- 
dinary every ninth Year. 

The Parifians give an odd Reafon for this 
Plague. "They fay, That in former Ages, a cer- 
tein Magician had undertaken to free this City 
from all venemous Creatures; and that, according- 
ly, he had made feveral Images of thofe Animals, 
annexing to them. Exchantments, and hiding them 
in obfcure Places under the Earth; promifing.al- . . 
fo, That fo long as thofe Zwages remain’d un- 
touch’d, Paris fhould not be molefted with any 
hurtful Thing. This fucceeded according to. his 
Words; till at a certain time, as they were dig- 
ging up the Foundations of an old Temple, the 
Workmen found feveral brazen Images, fome re- 
prefenting a Bat, fome a Lizard. ‘They making 
{mall Account of thofe magical Reliques, fold 
them to the next Braffer for a Piece of Money: 
Who being ignorant alfo of the hidden Force of 
thefe Images, melted them down for his own Ufe. 
And, ever fince that time, the City has been 
over-run with Bats and Lizards. | 

I relate this to thee, in regard I have often 
heard thee fpeak of the ancient Statues, that 
were in the Atmidam at Conffantinople, and in. 
other Parts of the City; particularly of that Pi/- 
Zar, which had three Braxen Serpents winding a- 
bout it, which when Mahomet the Great beheld, 

the 
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the Conqueror ftruck one of them with a Battle- 
Axe, and {mote off the ower Faw. Upon which 
a multitude of Serpents infefted the City, but 
were foon exterminated, in regard the Sw/tan, 
being warned by the Citizens, forbore to do any 
farther Injury to thofe Jmages, which were the

٠١ Guardians of the City. 


‘The Annals of the Mufiilman Empire make 
Mention of thefe Statutes, as alfo of a Horfe of 
Brafs, and a Bull of the fame Metal: ‘The one 
erected as a Charm againft the Peffilences; the 
other, asan oraculcus Sign, that the Enemies of 
the Grecian Monarchy fhould in that Place be 
repulfed, and driven out of the City. Yet it 
proved otherwife: For the victorious Mufulmans 
againft whom the Enchantments of the Infidels 
could not prevail, enter’d the Market-Place, 
where this Jmage ftood, and drove from thence 


‘the timorous Grecians; cutting in Pieces all that 


made Refiftance, and rendring themfelves Lords 


‘of Conftantinople, at that time the richeft City in 


the World. 

The Romans were extremely addicted to. thefe 
fuperffitious Vanities; believing the Safety of 
their City and Empire, confiited in the Preferva- 
tion of the Palladium, an Image which they 
thought fell down from Fupiter, and was tranf- 
ported from Troy to Italy by Areas being after- 
wards repofited in the Temple of Zefa, but burnt 
in that dreadful Coxflagration, which happen’d in 
the Reign of Nero. 

٠ They had in no lefs Veneration the Buckler, 
which they were taught dropp’d down from 
Heaven, into the Hands of Numa Pompilius; 
whereon: the Fate of Rome was engraven, in 
Charafers which none could read. Fearing left 
this Sacred Shield might be ftolen, they caufed 
Eleven others of the fame Figure to be من‎ 
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and all to be hung up together! in the Temple of 
Mars. > 

And, tothe end the Guardian Genius of the Ci- 
ty fhould not be enticed from them by the Ez- 
chantments of their Enemies, the true Name of the 
City of Rome was kept fecret, even from its own 
Inhabitants ; infomuch, that Valerius Soranus was 
put to Death, for publifhing it to one of his 
Friends. Many have guefs’d at the Aidden Names 
fome faying, Itwas Valencias others, That it was 
Veliaz a third fort call it Avthufa. But thete is 
no Certainty in their Conje&tures. For the Pa- 
gans were above all. things:careful to conceal the 
Names of their Cities and Patron Gods; knowing, 


that thofe Spirits would not forfake them, till they > 


were call’d forth by their proter Names. 

They us'd alfo to chain the Images of their Gods 
to the A/tars, left they fhould depart from them 
by Stealth. Thus the Zyrians, when Alexander be- 
fieged their Cty, and they underftood from the 
Priefis, that Apollo the Guardian of Tyre, was dif- 
pleafed with ’em, they faften’d his Zzage: with 
ftrong Fetters of Iron. So dealt the Spartans with 
the Image of Mars. And this was the common 
Practice among thofe ido/atrous Nations. 

«As for us, who have received: the Law clear 
«and intelligible, and believe in the Unity of the 
Divine Effence: We ufe no Charms our felves, 
neither do we fear the Magick of the uncircumei- 
fed. Allour Confidence is in Ged, and the Prote- 
ction of his Propdet: We go boldly to the Wars, 
whilft we fight in Defence neither of Statues, nor 
FeiticusReliques, but of the Volume replenith’d with 
Truth and Light, the Book brought down from 
Heaven by an Angel.

AM now returned from. Orleans, whither I 

went in Obedience to thy Appointments ; and. 
not without abundance of Pleafure to my felf, it 
being the Time of Year when all things confpire 
to make a Traveller pafs his Time away with De- 
light. - 

Yet my Return was melancholy, ١ in Regard I 
could not accomplifh what I aim’d at, nor be ina 
Capacity to render thee that Satisfaction thou re- 


© quireft, either in buying the Fee, or in efta- 


blifhing any Correfpondence. ‘Thofe who in- 
form’d thee of the Germaus inhabiting that City, 
were miftaken in their Character, they being only 
a Society or Corporation of Students, and no Ways 
concerned in Traffick or Merchandize. 

They told thee right, in faying, There area 
great Number of Strangers in Or/eazs: I think 
the Imperial City, which commands the World, - 
cannot boaft a greater Diverfity of Languages, 
than are fpoken daily in the Streets and- Houfes 
of Orfeans. ‘There are fome, almoft of. all Nati- 
ons, refiding in that City. 

Would’ thou know the real a of this 
mighty Confiux of Foreigners. Itis, ‘That they 
may ftudy that which the Nazarenes call the Civil 
Law, which is there profefled as in an Academy, 


‘eredted for that Purpofe by Philip the Fair, one of 


the Kings ot France. 

If thou knoweft not the Meaning of the Civi/- 
Law, it is, A Colle&ion of the ancient Roman 
Laws, drawn from above Two thoufand Books 

of 
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| of their Scribes, by the Command of the Emperor 


Fufinian, for a Standard of Equity in thofe cor- 
rupt Times, in that univerfal Relaxation and De- 
cline of good Government. 

- This is the Attractive, which draws fo many 
Strangers from all Parts of Europe, to that plea- 


fant City, where, befides the Opportunity of 


improving themfelves in the moft honourable Pro- 
felfion among the Nazarenes, next to that of the 
Priefihood, they enjoy a pure and ferene Heaven, 
a fruitful and delicious Part of the Earth, and the 
Company of the.moit obliging and courteous 
People in all France. 

”1 15 for this-reafon the Germans, among other 
Nations, flock to Orleans ; and, through the Fa- 
vour of the French Kings, have obtain’d a Privi- 
lege beyond other Nations; that is, To incorpo- 
rate themfelves into a Society of Students. Nei- 
ther is there any fuch thing as Merchandize known 
among them. 

If I have not anfwer’d thy Expeétation, fupreme 
Prince of the Baffa’s, blame not Mahmut, but ac- 
cufe the Germans of Orleans, for not exchanging 
their Studies for Trafick; or rather blame thofe 
who prefum’d to tell thee this far fetch’d Fad/e. 
In finifhing this Letter, I bow my Head to the 
Floor of my Chamber, and kifs the Paper which 
fhall have the Honour to be touch’d by thy illu- 
ftrious Hands.

W YHOU haft heard of the Afyrian, Scythian, 
and Roman Heroines. 'Thefe were all valiant 
Leaders of Armies, Women of Honour and -Re- 
nown. Now I will inform thee of a Fema/e which 
France has brought upon the Stage of War. 
According to the Orders which I receiv’d from 
the Vizir Azem, I took a Journey to Orleans lat 
Moon; where on the third Day after my Arrival, 
beholding a folemn Procefion in the Streets of that _ 
populous City, attended with fome uncommon 
Ceremonies and Rejoycings, my Curiofity prompt- 
ed me to enquire the Occafion of it. Thou 
may’ft imagine, I did not apply my felf for In- 
formation to the Multitude, who take up Things 
on the common Credit of Fame, which does not 
always deliver the Truth. Jaddrefs’d my felf to 
thofe that were acquainted with the Records of 
the Town; who told me, That this So/emmity was 
yearly obferv’d on the Eighth Day of the Fifth 
Moon, in Memory of their Deliverance from the 
Englifb, who befieged this City, and were beaten 
from before it by Foan a’ Arc, a Maid of Lor- 
rain, in the Reign of Charles I. This Virago feem’d 
to be the tutelar Angel of France: For to her Va- 
lour and Conduét, that Monarch ow’'d the Reco- 
very of this Kizgdom, almoft loft to the King of 
England; this being the lat Place of Importance 
which had not receiv’d Egli Garrifons. After 
fhe had rais’d the Siege, fhe purfued the Ene- 
my, gave them feveral Battels, defeated them, 
took the Generals Captive, reduced all the Cities 
to their former Obedience, and never fheath’d 


her 
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her Sword, “till fhe faw her! Mafer folemnly : 
-erown’d at Rhemes. Yet at length the her felf 
was made a Prifoner by the Exg/i/b, and was pub- — 
lickly burnt fora Witch at Rouen. ظ‎ 

The Inhabitants of Or/eans have ere&ted brazen — 
Statues inher Honour. ‘They celebrate her Prai- 
fes, and efteem her a Woman divinely infpired to 
fave her Country. Yet the more intelligent fort 
fay, That fhe was neither Witch nor Prophetefs, 
but only a Maid of good Wit and Courage, 
whom fome of the Princes of the Blood Royal, 
had inftructed to act the Part of a Miffonary 
from Heaven ; that fo, by pretending Vi/oxs and 
Revelations, fhe might raife the Courage. of the 
French now’ almoft difpirited by their many 
Loffes; and whom nothing lefs than a Miracle 
could perfwade to abide the Field againft the 
victorious Englifb. ‘This is: certain, that fhe 
diftinguifh’d the King, though difguifed like a 
Peafant, and ina Crow’d of People: She went . 
‘boldly up to him, and faluted him by his Tit, 
to the Aftonifhment of thofe that ftood by. She 
fent a Meffenger to bring her a Sword of an- 
-tique Workmanfhip, that lay hid ina 7272 in 
one of their famous Mo/ques ; (for, the Naxarenes 
of the Weft bury the Dead in their Temples.) 
This Aétion extremely enhanced her Reputa- 
tion, in regard none knew of this Sword but the 
King himfelf: She was therefore look’d upon as 
an extraordinary Perfon; and the People could 
hardly be reftrain’d from. paying her divine 
Honours. 

When they were encamped ona certain Plain 
of a vaft Extent, where there was no Water to 
be found, fo that the Army ‘was ready to perifh 
«through Thirft; the King came to the Lent of 
this Prophete/s, to confult her as an Oracle in the 


general Diftrefs.. She bad. him be of good 
ش‎ Courage, 
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- Courage, and follow her. They Went out toge-) . 
ther to the Door of her Text, where, at a little 
diftance, there grew a Knot of Flowers. The 
admirable Maid {truck her Spear into the Ground 
amidft the Flowers, and incontinently there fprung 
forth a Fountain of Water, to which the whole 
Army repaired to allay their Thirft. They fay, 
the Place is fhewn to this Day, with an Image of 
this Maid ftanding in an Oratory clofe by its a. 
Place of Refrefhment and Devotion for ‘l'ravel 
Jers that pafs over thofe barren Plains. 

However, whether it were Artifice, or that fhe 
was endued with fome./wpernatural Gift, it hada 
marvellous Influence on the Soldiers, who began 
to re-aflume Courage, and feared nothing under 
the Conduct of fuch a Gemeral, __ 

"Twas Revenge without doubt,-rather than Ju- . 
fiice, that extorted that cruel Sentence from the 
Englif&, which put a Period to the Leroick Aftions 
of this illuftrious Maid, whofe Fame w il live for 
“ever. 

1615 recorded, That whilf Me was bound fait 
to the Stake with ftrong Cords, they would have 
kindled the Fire upon her before fhe had fpoke. 
to the Spectators ; but that fhe fuddenly became 
loofet’d, and fnatching a Lance from one of the 
Soldiers; fhe drove the Guards before her: Then 
returning of her. own accord to’ the Stake, fhe 
made ‘her lat dying: Speech, foretelling many. 
‘Things to comé, which afterwards ‘proved. true. : 
And having made. an end of fpeaking, fhe bid the 
Executioner fet fire to the Wood; which he did. 
accordingly, and fhe was burnt to Afhes.

Female Waxriour, that at one time or other chas 
doné remarkable Service ito» her; Country. 
sid a art nota nigi to’ the. Hiftory of 
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the Amazons, who excluded Men from their So- 
ciety, yet became formidable to all the Regions 
round about them.

HOU art the Man that muft participate 
in all my Adventures. And I fhould be a 
Churl, in not letting thee fhare with me, the Plea- 
fure I found in a late Journey to Orleans, one of 
the prefidary Towns in France. It was by the 
Order of the Vizer Azem, I took that Jour- 
ney. Some body had inform’d him, That this 
Town was full of Merchant-Travellers of feveral 
Nations, but efpecially of Germany, who brought 
the choiceft Jewels of the Ea/?, to vend in this 
Place at ordinary Rates. ‘That Miziffer gave me 
Commands to buy certain Stones, with Inftru-— 
&ions to treat of another Affair, which it is not 
neceflary for thee to know. I accordingly fet 
out from Paris, the third Day of the fifth Moon ; 
and Eliachim the Few (of whom thou haft heard) — 
bore me Company. È: 
I need not defcribe to thee, the Country | 
through which we pafs’d: It exactly refembleth 
the P/ains of S. 1/4076, not far from Palermo in | 
Sicily: |

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Sicily. Thou and I have reafon to remember that 
Place of our Captivity, carrying the Marks of our 
Maffer's cruel Anger yet in our Bodies. ‘Thole 
Plains, thou knoweft, afford a very agreeable 
Profpe&, efpecially at this time of the Year, when 
the Verdure of the Trees, mix’d with the Bright- 
nefs of the Corn-fields, and the party-colour’d 
Meadows, tempt the Eye into a Controverfy of 
Pleafure, a Man neither knowing well how to 
take it off, nor yet where to fix it, in fuch an 
orderly Confufion and Medley of charming Ob- 
jects. | 
Such is the Province-between Paris and Orleans, 
which has this Advantage of عامط‎ Sicilian Plains, 
that here all the way one rides, innumerable mag- 
nificent and beautiful Palaces appear, fhooting up 
their glittering Turrets above the lofty Groves, 
which environ thofe Seats of Pleafure. Indeed. 
this is one of the pureft Airs, and the moft fertile 
Soil in all the Kingdom, which invites the Nod/es 
and Gentry to refide here during the Summer, and 
occafions much travelling on this Road. 
About Mid-day, we came to a Town called 
Chaftres, where we alighted to refrefh our felves. 
Travellers, in thefe Weffern Parts, are better ac- 
commodated with Provifions than they can be in 
Afia, where they muft carry their own Beds with 
them, and drefs their own Vi&uals, or lie on the 
naked Floor fafting. ‘This makes the Nazarenes 
call the Zaf inhofpitable. They confider not at 
the fame time, that ’tis the Nicenefs and Delica- 


cy of the Mahometans, which occafions this Cu- — 


ftom. For the Ea/fern People are fearful of defi-' 
ling themfelves, by eating Meat prepared by other 
Hands than their own, or thofe of their fervants: 
As alfo to lie on a Bed, common to all Paffen- 
gers. ك2 ش‎ 
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But thefe Infidels are like’ the Sevize, to whom 


all Meat is welcome, and every Ditch an accepta- 


ble Bed. Here are Inns all along the Roads, 
whereinto when you enter, the 2/2 provides you 
both Bed, and all other Neceffaries. A Man mu 
venture to fleep on the fame Pillow, where per- 
haps a Leper has lain the’ Night before, or fome 
Perfon infected with a worfe Difeafe. The Hof 
examines none, but harbours all alike, provided 
they have Money to pay him. And as for Vi&u- 
als, “tis the cuftom of all Travellers to eat toge- 
ther at one common T'able, where feveral Difhes 
of Meat are ferved up, and every Man is free to 
eat what and how much he pleafes, paying a fla- 
ted Price for his Dinner. 
Thus no fooner were we come into our Inn at 
Chaffres, but the Ho/ faluting us after the Man- 
ner of the Country, invited us to fit down at 
the Ordinary, (for fo they call their publick Din- 
ner in an Inn.) We were not fo {crupulous as to 


refufe his Offer, but follow’d him into the Cham- 
ber, where the Dinner was prepared. . There 


were many Guefis at the Table, and all bufy in 
_ feeding themfelves. We took fuch Seats as we 
found vacant, and without much Ceremony, fell 
to eating. The Few trufted to the Indulgence of 
Mofes, and I to that of Mahomet, for eating with 
the uncircumecifed, whofe Meat is feldom free from 
the Po/lutions of Blood. We knew, that neither 
God, nor his Prophets, required.us to ftarve. 
‘There was Plenty of Wine, and that fo delici- 
ous, as would have tempted an Hogia to tafle it, 
without the Myft:’s Difpenfation ; to avoid Sin- 
gularity, I made a Shew of eating as the ret; but 
the greatelt part of my Repaft confifted in Bread, 


and fome Fruits, with that exhilarating Juice of 


the Grape. 
The

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The honelt Few fwore ’twas a Banquet prepa- 
red by Cupid to render him the moft miferable 


of all Men. For, juft in the midft of our Mirth, 


came in a French Gentleman with a Lady in his 
Hand, who placed themfelves at the Table exaétly 
oppofite to us. 1 perceived evident Symptoms 
of fome Diforder in Eliachim, who feem’d to 
read his Fate in that fair Creature’s Pace; yet 


chad not Power to check his wand’ring Eyes, or 


guard them from inevitable Wounds. H’d al- 
moît aéted o'er the Story of the Apyprian Wives, 
whom JFoeph’s Miftrefs had invited to behold his 


Beauty ; they cut their Fingers for their Meat, 


whilit gazing on the charming Youth: So poor 
Eliachim was all Confufion, turn’d to a Statue, 
whilft he look’d on this enchanting Gorges. He 
had forgot to eat. or drink, till I began to rouze 
him from his Dream. 1 told him foftly in the 


Ear, This Lady was but the younger Sifter of 


fxien’s Miftrefs. ‘This brought him to his Senfe 
again, but could not reftore his Peace. Prudence 
taught him to difemble the violent Emotion of 
his: Soul, and. not to expofe himfelf in fuch a 
Company ; ; but nothing could expel the fatal Poi» 
fon from his Breaft. 

‘When we had fufficiently repofed our felves, 
we bid adieu to the Inn, all joining Company, 
and fetting forward to Or/eans. + On the Road © 
both Eliachim and I had many Opportunities of 
converfing with this young Lady ;  fuch Familia- 
rity with Women, being allow’d in Franze. We 
found her Wit furprizing as her Beauty; and her 
Mien and Conduct, fuch as gave Advantage to 
them both. In a Word, B/iachim was loft amidft 
fo many Perfections. 

When we came to our Inn at Night, and were 
in our Chamber together, he vented his Paffion in 
thefe Words: Mahmut, I Jave pa/s'd thefe Years 
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hitherto, without any other Sentiments of Love, fave 
thofe which in general I owe to all our Race, and 
fome more particular Regard of Friend/bip and Du- 
ty. But, fince I faw tbis lovely Creature, methinks 
my Friends, and all that cught to be beloved on 
Earth, is now contrafed into ber. Tis not ber 
Jnowy Skin or maickle/s Features, are of Force to 
move mez though they are fuch, thy felf being 
‘Fudge, as would have foiled Apelle’s Art te imi- 
rates But°tis a Lufire which Ican'texprefs ! Sure- 
fy twas Lightning darted from her Eyes, thofe fair 
-fuenues of her brighter Soul! The fubtile Flame 
glanced through my Breaff, and in a Moment feorch’d 
may Reafon up! The lovely Balilifk /bot Death at 
every Look! Thou fawef how I fate as one transfor- 
med; fo difelefs, and without Motion was I, whilft 
gazing on my Ruin!. And to this Hour a fatal 
Numonefs fpreads through all my Veins, as if I 
‘bad touch d fame dire Torpedo. 

Thus went he raving on, till I interruptedhim 
with Laughter and Railery, endeavouring to cure 


him of his Love-fick Humour by ridiculing it. I afl 


told him my own Experience of this foolifh Paf 
Sion, rehearfed my former Adventures with Daria, 
and how at length I got the Victory of this vain 
Fondnefs by Abfence, and the Exercife of my 
Reafon. But all that I could fay, made no Im- 
preflion on the ftupid Lover. He grew but worfe, 
and fo I left him to feek Repofe from fleep. 

We came not to Or/eaxs, till the next Day, 
where we tarried not long, having no other Buti- 
nefs as it happen’d, but to fee the Rarities of 
the Town, and inform our felves of thofe 
things it is convenient for Travellers to know. 
After which we return’d to Paris: I with the 
fame Sentiments I had at my firft fetting out 
from thence; but it feems the World was me- 
tamorphofed in poor E/iachim’s Opinion. To 


him_ 
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him the Trees had now loft all their Greennefs 3 
the Flowers, and Grafs, and Corn, look’d wi- 
ther’d; the Birds fung mournful Notes; the 
Winds blew hoarfe, unwelcome Sounds; and 
every thing in Nature feem’d to him to droop, 
becaufe Falante was not there (fo was the fair 
one call’d, as E/iachim had learn’d of her,) when 
we parted from Orleans. 

In this melancholy Condition, the poor Brain- 
fick ‘Few has continued ever fince. When his 
Cure will commence, I know not. 

If thou yet retaineft thy native Liberty, and: 
haft not facrificed it to unhappy Love, learn by 
his Misfortune to watch thy Sen/es, which are the 
fir& Traytors to the Sou/. Adieu.

The young Prince of Conde has been alfo for- 
ced to withdraw his Army from before Lerida, 
that Place being ever fatal to the French. This . 
has leffen’d the Difgrace which the Count of 
Harcourt received the laf Campaign, in. not 
| hele being 
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being able to carry that Town, after fix Moons 
Siege. . 

But the News from the Levant has elated all 
the Franks beyond Meafure: Yet, I hope, the Re- 
lations that are fcatter’d abroad on that Subje&, 
are rather an Effect of their Wifhes, than of any 
real Succefs againit. the invizcible O/mans. 

It is reported, That there have been two Sea 
Fights between our Fleets and the Venetians; that. 
in. the former, we loft two thoufand Men, feven 
Galleys, and a 24/2 5 that in the latter, the Vene- 
tians took forty Ga/lies, fix Caramufals, and fifty 
Saigues, laden with Men and Ammunition for the 
Relief of our Army in Candy. 

The Honour of this lat Victory, is afcribed to 
the Valour and Conduct of Bernard Moroffni, and 
General Grimaniz. Bernard facceeded his Brother 
Thomas Morofini, who was kilPd, as they fay, in 
the firft Battel.

When Maffaniello beheld himfelf at the Head of 
fo vaft a Multitude, he thought it time to declaré 
_ the Reafon of his raifing this Tumult. Wherefore, 
~ getting on an eminent Place in one of the Mar- 
kets, he {poke to his Followers to this Effect: 


Rejoice, © ye faithful People, and fend up Acclae 
mations. tothe God of Heaven, who bath this Day” 
put it into your Hearts and Hands to be your ocon 
Redeemers. As for me, my Spirit burneth within. 
me, to fee the publick Opprefion; and I fet noVa- 
ue on my Life, when I firft began this glorious En- 
terprize. Que of the Princes threaten’d me with 
the Galleys, if I perfiffed: But bere are thoufands 
my. Witneffesz That inffead of fearing him, I mote 
bins on the Bréaj?, and age him away joyful, that

‘The firft thing he did after he was confirm’d in 
this Authority, was to fet open the Prifons, and 
litt. the Prifoners under the Bazzer of the People.

'This increafed the Veneration 
the Citizens had already conceiv’d for Maffianel/o : 
So that in a Day or two more he faw himfelf at the 
Head of ‘an hundred and fifty thoufand armed 
Men. He gave out all Orders for the Republick, 
publifh'd new Edi&s, and all Commiffions were © 
iffuedin his Name. He-procured the Gade/s to be 
for ever abolifh’d, reftored the People to theiran- 
cient Liberty: And in fine, was murder’d by his 
own Followers. 

Let me not feem an Advocate for Sedition, baste 
Itel! thee there was fomething brave and heroick 
in the Actions of this Youth. So ftrange a Revolu-, 

tion, in fo fhort-a Time, has fcarce been heard of 
in the World: For a beardlefs S/ave to raife him-. 
felf in fixty Days to as abfolute and uncontroulable 
a Sovereignty, as the greateft Monarch on Earth 
enjoys; to be obey’d by an infinite Number of 
People, without the leaft Hefitation or Demur, 
were it for Life or Death; and all this, without 
any Motive of Ambition or Intereft, but only to 
affert the publick Liberty, is a convineing Argu- 
ment of his Virtue; and fhews, ‘hat Heaven ap- 
proved his Enterprize.. But then again, For him 
to lofe all this Power in four Days more, . to be - 

- murder’d in cold Blood by his own Party, by the». 
People whofe Caufe he had fo fuccefsfully vindi-. 
cated ; this fhews the Inftability of Human Af- 
fairs, and that there is nothing permanent on this:

‘The Revolution in Por- 
tugal, the Revolt of Catalonia and Rouffilion, the 
Lofs of Ormusin Perfia, and the Detection of Goa, 
with other rich Towns of ‘Traffick in the Indies, 
came one upon the Back of another. 

__ Since which there have been many Towns and 
Caftles taken from the Spaniards in Flanders, The 
| French made an Infurrection in Palermo, breaking 
open the Prifons, and releafing the Prifoners: 
And grew to fuch a Head, That the Viceroy, fear- 
ing they would revenge the Tragedy of the Sici/i- 
an Vefpers, to pacify the Multitude, was forced 
torepeal the Ediéfs tor Taxes, and difannul them 
for ever; and to pafsan 42 of general Indemnity, 
both to the Radé/e, and to the Prifoners, whom 
they had freed. 

| This tumultuous Spirit pafs’d from thence to 

the Kingdom of Naples: and there like an Infecti- 


on, ni fpread it felf through all Parts, both 
of 
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of City and Country:. Two hundred. thoufand 
Men took up Arms, to vindicate the Privileges of 
the Neapolitans, under the Condu& of a poor — 
young Fifberman. I have already tranfmitted to 
the /wblime Port, a Relation of this formidable 
Sedition; wherein it may be thought, I have dif 
cover’d too much Tendernefs to the Infidels, and 
feem’d to favour the Violencesof a Fadtion. But 
I hope thou wilt acquit me, when thou confider- ' 
eft, That thefe Goveryments of the Nazarenes are 
not to be compared to the facred O/man Empire, 
which is eftablith’d by a Divine Right; it having 
been determin’d by the Agge/, That he who 
fhould poffefs the glorious Dormitory of the Seat 
of God, fhould be entituled, The Sovercign of all 
the Kings on Earth.

This is certain, That whilft he was at the Head 
of an hundred thoufand Men, feven 4/2fins were 
hired by fome of the Princes to fhoot him; yet 
none of the Bullets could penetrate his Body, tho’ 
unarm’d, and only cover’d with his fiming Rags: 
And it was evident, that thefe Bullets fmote him 
‘in divers Places, his Garments being mark’d with 
them, and he ftagger’d with the Force of the 
Blows. 

Thefe _ are ايت‎ Occurrences and 
would tempt one to believe, That this young Fi- 
feerman was the Inftrument of Providence, and 
that Heaven protetted both Aim and his Cazfe. 

"Tis true indeed, it feem’d at laft, as if he were 
abandon’d by that Divine Power, which had car- 
ried him through fo important an Enterprize,~ 
in that he was flain by his own Soldiers.

Torches in their Hands}: a Crown of Gold 
was’ put on ‘his Head, and a See in his 
Hand. 

Thus the Neapolitans Renetti *d that beardlefs 
Youth, who in Ten Days time had caufed fuch 
a Revolutioz, as‘is {carce to be paralle’'d; For he 
was an abfolute Mozarch, in effet, during that 
. Time. And of him it may be faid, as it was 
once of an Emperor, That during his whole Reigz, 
there was neither Spring, nor Autumn, nor Wix- 
ter: For his Roya/ty begun and ended in the fe- 
venth Moon. ,

French Dominions, would prove a Nurfery, from 
whence this Monarch might draw many, thou- 
fands of excellent Soldiers, to ferve him in his 
Wars. | 
\ Befides,. it would be more commodious for 
him to make Incurfions from hence into the 
Pope’s Territories, if there Mould arife any Dif- 
ference between the two Courts: as there often 
do, about the Rights of. the Ga//ican Church, the 
Franchifes of the Embaffadors of this Crown in 
Rome, and other Privileges, to which they pre- 
tend. 

Therefore the French Embaffador, according to 
the Inftrutions of Mazzarini, {ent Commiffioners to 
treat privately with the People of Nap/es, offering 
them Two Millions of Crowns, Twenty Gal- 
leons, with Eight and fifty Gallies, and other 
Veffels. “They accepted the Propofal, being 
weary of the Spanifh Government, and defirous 
of Novelty, encourag’d alfo by what thofe Com- 
miffioners reprefented to them concerning the 

٠١ Succefs of the Exg/i/h, who by ftanding on their 
Guard, and ufing that Power which Ged and 
Nature had given them, for the Defence of 
their Lives and Liberties, were now, in a man- 
ner, become a free People, having abolifh’d the 
Monarchy, and fet up a Commonwealth: And this, 

they told them, Was alfo done by Cardinal Maza- 
rini’s Counfels and Affiftance. Now all the Cry 
in Naples, was, Let France and the People of Eng- 
land fourift3 and det the faithful Neapolitans 
affert their own Liberty. So blind were thefe 
People, as not to confider, That in putting 
themfelves under the Protection of*the French, 
they did but exchange one Bondage for ano- 
ther, it being impoflible for any foreign Prince 
to keep this Kingdom, and pay all his Officers, 
Civil and Military , together with thofe under 

their 
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their Commands, with much lefs Charge than . 
the Revenues amount to. And the French are as 
good at inventing new Taxes, as any Court in 
Europe. 

However, the Neapolitans wete enchanted with 
the Thoughts of fo much Gold, and other Afli- 
ftance offer’d by the French Commiffioners ; and 
fweeten’d with their fair. Words, and glorious 
Promifes. So that they immediately fent Depw- 
ties, to entreat the Duke of Gzife, who was then 
at Rome, to come and protect them, in taking on 
him the chief Command of their Arms. 

This Prince thinking it a generous Action, to 
relieve the Oppre/fed ; and, thatat the fame time 
‘he fhould do a confiderable Service to the King 
of France, in rendering him Maffer of this noble. 
and opulent Kingdom, went to Naples: Where, 
at firft, he was received with infinite Applaufe, 
was made their General, took an Oath of Fide- 
lity to the People, did many notable Services, 
but was in the End betray’d, and fent Prifoner 
to Spain. È 

If the Generofity and brave Refolution of this 
Prince, has requir’d Commendation from fome, in 
attempting to refcue thefe People from the Ty- 
ranny of their Governors, yet his Conduct is 
call’d in Queftion by others, who fay, He difco- 
verd but little Prudence in trufting himfelf to 
the Neapolitans, who had already facrificed twa: 
of their Generals, (For, after the Death of Ma/i- 
anella, they chofe another Captain, whom. they 
called the Prince of Maffa: ‘This Prince falling 
under their Sufpicion, was beheaded by the سيو‎ 
conftant People.)

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Dangers to ferve his Prince and his Country s for 
whom it is a glorious Martyrdom to die. ‘There 
is no great: Undertaking without Hazards; and 
he that is afraid to venture his Liberty and Life 
in a good ;Caufe, is not worthy to bear Arms. 
Had the Duke of Guife fucceeded, his Conqueft of 
Naples had made him Vi iceroy of one of the largeft 
ping dois in Europe. It is faid to be Five hun- 
dred Leagues in Circuit, containing Twelve am- 

-ple Provinces; 3 Twenty Archbifhopricks; Bifhop- 
-ricks, one hundred twenty feven; thirty Caitles ; 
Barong one thoufand four hundred; Earls, fifty 
three; forty Marqueffes; thirty four Dukes, and 
twenty Princes. The Inhabitants of this King- 
dom are faid to be above two Millions. ‘The or- 
dinary Revenues of the King amount to three 
Millions of Crowns yearly, befides the voluntary 
Donatives which have been‘given by the Subjects 
of this State to their Kings, within the Space of 
forty Years, amounting to twenty eight Millions, 
‘and fix hundred thoufand Duckets. This King- 
dom is water’d by a hundred and fifty Rivers, be- 
fides ten Lakes ftored with all manner of Fifh;

They have been, from their Infancy, prepoffefs’d 
with a falfe Notion of the Works of God; be- 


| lieving them to be Finite, both in Extent of 


Space and Time. They circumfcribe this 76 
World, within I know not what flaming Circle ; 
and believe the fr/ Matter itfelf, to be but Five 
Days older. than Adam, taking each of عامط‎ 


Days for the Space of Four and twenty Hours, . 


wherein the Sun finifhes his diurnal Circuit 


through the Heavens. ‘They confider not that, 


according to their own Bibd, there was Light and 
Darknefssand confequently Day and Night, before 
the Suz was created. But how long thofe Days 
and Nights were, is not determin’d by Mofes: Yet 
in another Part of their Bid/e, it is faid, That a 
Day with Gad is a Thoufand Years; and a Thoufand 


Years isa Day. So that, according to this Inter - 


pretation, Adam was not created till above Five 
thoufand Years after the Beginning of the World: 
Yet when I bring this pofitive Place of their own 
Scripture againk the Nazarene Sages, they fhuffie 
it off with empty Evafions; and rather, than be- 
lieve the indefinite Antiquity of the World, they 
contradi& their own Senfe and Reafon, invalidate 
the Teftimony of a Prophet, deny their Faith, 
and appear unmafk’d Infide/s. 


Both they and the Fews have corrupted the — 


Truth with many Errors; and we muft feek 
farther, for the origmal Science of Nature. The 
Illuminated of God have always. taught, That 
the Earth was inhabited long before the Ap- 

pearance 
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pearance of Adam. And all the Eafern Sages 
. believe a Series of Generations to have dwelt on 
this Globe, for indeterminate Ages. . 
I have a Brother lately come from the Zydies: 
He relates ftrange Things of certain Books, which 
are only in the Hands of the Brachmans. They. 
are written in a Lawguage, which none underftand 
but thefe Prie/?s; yet a Language as copious as 
any other, and taught in their Co//eges by Rule. 
Thefe Books containa Hiffory of the World,which, 
they fay, is above Thirty Millions of Years old. 
They divide the Term of its Duration into four 
Ages; three of which, they fay, are already patt, 
and a good Part of the Fourth. Now I would 
fain know, Who wrote thefe Books; and at what 
Time, and where this Language was fpoken ? 
They call it the Ho/y Language ; faying, That it 
was the fir/? fpoken on Earth. It is ftrange, That 
no Hiffory fhould mention fo. Divine a Speech. 
We have the Chronology of the Latin and Greek; 
and can give an Account when and where they 
were fpoken, though they are now grown obfo- 
lete, and no otherwife to be learn’d, but in the 
Schools and Academies. This argues the Antiquity 
of the Bramins Language and Books, in regard 
they fall not within any other Record, fave their 
own, which fays, They are as old as the Wor/d. 
For if this Affertion were falfe, the Impofture 
would have been difcover’d as foon as broach'd, 
and the learned Sages of the Zaf would quickly 
have difprov’d fo manifeft a Lye.

Matter, there claps’d many Ages, before it was 
wrought into fuch an infinite Variety of Appea- 
rances, as we now behold; and that the five 
Days which Mofes computes, before the Production 
of Adam, might be fome Millions of Years: In:

N a former Di/patch to thy Sanity, I have ac- 
لل‎ quainted thee with the /z/urredtion in Palermo ; 
mentioning the Fear of theViceroy, left the French 
in that Z/land fhould then take their Opportunity 
to revenge the proverbial Cruelty of the Sicilian 
Vejpers. If thou art unacquainted with that Tra- 
gedy, Iwill inform thee in brief. 

About three hundred and threefcore Yearsago, 
there reign’d in Sici/y one of the Royal Blood of 
France, they call him Charles of Anjou. He had 
French Garrifons in all the Cities of that King- - 
dom: But thefe Soldiers committed fo many In- — 
folences as render’d ’em odious and infupporta- 
‘ble to the Natives, who therefore refolv’d to ex- 
terminate them. 

The French are very licentious in their Cer- 
quefts 3 neither {paring Men in their Anger, nor 
Women in their Luft. They make no Difference 
between the Nod/e and the Vulgar, but facrifice all 
the Regards of Honour and Civility to their im- 
> + petuous Appetites. 
| They were guilty of innumerable Rapes and 
Violences in Sicily among the meaner People, 
and fometimes extended their Rudenefs to Per- 
fons of the def Quality. It was common for 
them toaffront both Virgins and Matrons as they 
went along the Streets, by thrufting their Hands 
under their Garments, under Pretence of fearching 
for hidden Arms. Among the reft, the Wife of 
a certain Lord in Palermo, going to pay her De- 
votions at the Temple, was feiz'd by the Com- | 
mand of the Captaix of the Guards, and ftripp’d 

naked 
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naked before all the Soldiersg in order to difco- 
ver certain treafonable Papers, which they fuf- 
pected fhe carried about her; but finding none, 
fhe upbraided the Captain with Inhumanity, in 
offering fo grofs an Affront toa Lady of her Rawk. 
He feeming to be forry for the Indignity fhe had 


-receiv’d, begg’d her Pardon, and retiring with 


his Soldiers out of the Room where fhe was, - 


“left her to put. on her Apparel. In the mean 


while he was enflamed with a furious Paffion 
for this Lady, (fhe being very beautiful; ) and 
having fent the Soldiers away, he return’d to the 
Room where fhe was: He addrefs°d her with 
much Courtfhip; but finding that ineffe&ual, he 
forced her. 

When this was made known to her Hufband, 


he burn’d with Defire of Revenge: And ftirring 


up all the Sicilian Nobles and People, it was pri- 
vately agreed between them, That ona certain 
Feftival, when the Bells fhould toll to Even-Song, 


all the Sicilians fhould take Arms, and maffacre © 


the French throughout the /f274.

carried fo fecretly, That before the French could _ 
get the leaft Intimation of it, they were all mur-.

I forgot. to acquaint thee in my laft, witha 


Villainy which, was difcover’d in the late Tumults _ 


‘of Naples. Asthey were marching up and down 
the Streets, burning the Cu/fom-Hou/es, and the 
Habitations of thofe who had been concerned in 
gathering the Taxes, they enter’d the Houfe ofa 
certain Notary or publick Scribe of that City, who 
had been reprefented to them, as a Promoter of 
thofe unreafonable Impofitions : ‘They feized on the 
Man, and began to carry his Goods out into the 
Street, in order to be burnt: But as they were 
rummaging in an Apartment which was towards 
the Gardens, they heard a great Shrieking, as

Thisis 
another Argument, That De/ffizy had a Handin this 
Infurrettion ; and that Maffianello the Fifberman, 
was the Executioner of God. 

I obey thee, fovereign Pre/ate, with an uncon- 
ditional Devotion, and reverethe Idea of thy Saz- 
ity: Vouchfafe to pray for Mabmut, That whilft 
he condemns the barbarous Cruelties of the Naz4- 
renes, he may not render himfelf an ae by 
doing any Injuftice himfelf.

1 Thou cameft away before that Conguef? was 
begun, or, perhaps, before "twas talk’d of. And 
Ican give thee but a very imperfect Account of 
it. All the Intelligence we have from that Kizg- 
dom of late, comes in Fragments: For the Ships 
which bring this fhatter’d News, left CAiza in 
an Uproar and Confufion: Only they 2111116 us, 
‘That the Zartars had pafled the celebrated Wa//, 
which divides them from China: That they en- 
لمع‎ and fubdued the Northern Provinces, with 
an Army of Six hundred thoufand Men. That 
very little Refiftance was made againft them, not 
even in Peguin itfelf, the capital Seat of the 
Chinefe Empire, which the Ufurper Lycungz had 
abandon’d to the Conquerors, carrying away with 
him all the ineftimable T'reafures of the Palace, 
and retiring into one of the remote Provinces, 
was never heard of afterwards. Whence it was 
judged, that fome of his own Party had murder’d 
him ; partly for the fake of his prodigious Wealth, 
which they fhared among them; and. partly to 
revenge his Trea/on againit the Emperor, and the 
innumerable Calamities he had brought upon his 

Country. past ti 
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» Before thofe Merchants came away, the Cham 
of Tartary was proclaimed in Peguin, and crown'd 
Emperor of China: 'They fay, He was not above 
Thirteen Years old at that Time, which was 
in the 12th Moon of the Year 1644. And that 
having fent forsthe chief Nodility of Tartary to 
Pequin, he made Preparations to purfue his Con- 
quetts. 

This is the beft Account we yet have of the 
Affairs of that Empire; by which thou: wilt. ea- 
fily be induced to be of my Opinion, That. the 
Blood of the Chinefes, will in Time be mix'd with 

. that of Strangers. 

We muft. not feek for the Originals of any 
People i in the Country where they dwell. The 
moft renowned Kingdoms and Empires in the 
World, had their firft Foundations laid by Vaga- 
fonds and Fugitives. ‘Thou art not ignorant how 
vaft an Extent the ancient Roman Empire had 
through 44a, Africa and Europe; yet that City, 
which was call’d the Mi/fre/s of Nations, the Go- 
werne/s of the whole Earth, was fir built by a 
handful of Banditti, People who lived by. Pillage 
and Robbery, the; Out-Laws and Scum of: Jta- 
fy, affembled together from divers Parts, under 
the Conduct, of Romulus and Rhemus. Neither 
had that City.proved any better» than. a Sepul- 
chre: to. them. and, their Defigns, had: they, not, 
bya) witty’ :Stratagem, over-reach’d: the Sabine 
Women, and fo fecured to. themfelves «a-Pofte- 
rity, who" fhould. not only. defend, -but' enlarge 
the Dominions of their Fathers : Yet.thefe Peo- 
ple, of fo obfcure and confufed..an, Original, ,af- 
terwards; boafted .of ithe Antiquity /;and noble 
Defcent, of .. their», Families. ~No,-Name,-more

cefforswere Scythians or Parthians, Fews or Greci- 
ans; whether they were of the Mountains or the 
Valleys, of the Forefts or the Plains. 

In this I will except my Countrymen, the 4ra- 
bians, and thofe who feem to approach neareft 
them in manner of Life, the Zartars; the one

Thou confirmeft the Opinion of the former, in 
telling me, Thou haft feen fome of the Cannon 
belonging to the City of Pegzir, on which was 
engraven, in Chizefe Charadters, a Regiffer of their 
Age, which was. above Two thoufand Years. 

1 had a great deal more to fay, dear Pe/feli, but 
the Ref calls on me to haîten; befides, an ex- 
treme Dulneis and Languifhing of my Spirits, 
«with which I have been perfecuted, ever fince 
this Moon fir fhewed her Crefeent : Now fhe is in 
the Wane, and fo, I hope, is my Malady.

HY venerablé Letters are come fafe to my 
Hands, bringing Light and Confolation to. 
the faithful Exi/e. With profoundeft Reverence 
I kiffd and unfolded’ the Papers, which contain 
the facred Inftructions of the Vicar of God. I blef- 
fed myfelf, when I read the Charge of Royal En- 
ormities, the exorbitant Pafions of a Maf/ulman 
Emperor, and the Prophanation of the Throne 
founded on Fuffice. ‘Thou haft prevented the 
Qualms of a toa ferupulous Loyalty, by affuring 
me, That it is a fuzdamental Maxim of our Law, 
That all Men in the World, without refpettof Birth 
er Quality, are obliged to appear before the Fuftice 
of God: And, That be who obeys not' the Law, 
is no Muffulman: And, lf the Emperor bimfelf be 
in this Number, he ought to be depofed forthwith. 
This has abundantly: fatisfied my Confcience, 
coming from the Hands of him, from whofe Sez- 
sence there can be no Appeal on Earth. TI {hall 
therefore-readily obey thy Orders; and without, 
Demur, put in Execution what thou haft com- 
manded me. 
| Whe 
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Who can blame the juft Indignation of Sy/¢an 
Morar’s Widow, who in defence of her Chaftity, 
threatned to fheath her Pozyard in the Breaft of 
her Sovereign ? But, incomparably more eminent 
was thy Daughter’s Virtue, who not being able 
to refift the Force of the mighty Ravifber, after 
fhe was polluted, would, like another Zwcrezia, 
have ftabb’d her felf, had fhe not been prevent- 
ed by the Su/tan. How has he fully*d the Glory 
of the O/man Race, by thefe effeminate Vices: 
What an Indignity has he committed againft our 
holy Law? Againît the principal Patriarch of the 
Ele? Much more noble was the Continence 
of the African Scipio, who, when at the Conquett 
of New Carthage, a Virgin of admirable Beauty 
was chofen from among the Captives and pre- 
fented to him, would by no Means defile her, 
but reftor’d her again without Blemifh to her 
Parents, faying withal, to thofe that ftood near 
him, Were I a private Man, I ينم‎ gratify my 
Palffion, by the Enjoyment of this lovely Maid; but, 
it becomes not the Leader of an Army, to give fo bad 
an Example; nor a Congueror, to yield bis Heart 
to the Charms of bis Captive. 

But it feems, That Su/tax [brahim was rather 
ambitious of the Character of 4uguflus the Roman 
Emperor, of whom it is faid, That he never fpa- 
red any Woman in his Luit: But if he caft his Eye 
_on a beautiful Lady, though her Hufband were 
of the firft Quality in’ the Empire, he would im- 
mediately’ fend his Officers, to bring her to him 
by fair Means or by Force: 
~The Pbilofopber Athenodoras, who was very 
intimate with this Mowarch, took a pretty Method 
to reform this Vice in his Maffer. For, when the 
Emperor one day had fent a clofe Sedan or Chair, 
| for a certain Nob Woman, of the Howe of the 
Camilli; the Pbilofopber, fearing fome Bie 
; DER A. might 
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might entue, (for that Fami/y was very popu- 
lar, and highly refpefted in Rome,}) he goes be- 
fore to the Lady’s Palace and acquainting her 
with it, fhe complain’d to her Hufband of the 
Indignity was offer'd her. He boiling with 
Anger, threaten’d to ftab the Meffengers of the 
Emperor, when they came. But the prudent Phi 
lofopher appeas'd them both, and only defir’'d'a 
Suit of the Lady’s Apparel, which was granted 
him. He foon put it on, and hiding his Sword 
under his Robes, enter’d the Sedan, perfonating 
the Lady. The Meilengers who knew no other, 
carried him away to the Emperor. He, heighten’d 
with Defire, made hafte to open the Sedan him- 
felf when <Athenodorus, faddenly drawing his 
Sword, leap’d forth upon him, faying, .Thus 
migbich thou have been murder'd: Wilt thou never 
quit the Vice, which is attended with fo much Dan- 
ger? Jealousy and Revenge might have fubfituted 
' an Affaflin thus. difguifed in my-room: But I took 
Care of thy Life.. Henceforth take Warning. ‘Fhe 
Emperor, pleasd with the Philofopher®s Stratagem, 
gave him ten Talents of Gold, thanking him for 
this feafonable Correflion:, And from that time 
began to refrain unlawful Pleafures, applying 
himfelf to a virtuous Life. 

| Thou feeft, holy Pre/aze, that by perufing the 
Hiffories of the Antients, a Man may furnifh him- 
felf with ufeful Examples, and proper Obferva- 
tions. I always keep by. me Plutarch’s Works, 
and thofe of Livy, a Roman, Hifforian 5 as ‘allo 
Tacitus, who has left the Azna/s of that formi- 
dable Empire to Pofterity. It were a defirable 
thing, That the Mujulman. Scribes.were employ’d 
in tranflating fuch Records as thefe, into the Ara- 
bick or Turkifb Languages: That fo,the true Faith- 
ful, who are deftin'd by God. to. conquer. the 
Warld, may. not. be ignorant of ‘the memorable 
Tranfactions. 

ea 
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Tranfactions of former Ages. Some of our Sa/- 
tans have been curious, to have Plwtarch’s Wri- 
tings render’d in the familiar Speech of the Ofts- 
mans... There are other Memoirs, not lefs worth 
the Labour. ‘If it thall enter into thy Heart, to: 
encourage fo profitable a Work, the whole Empire 
of the refign’d to God, will be indebted to thee. 
But, who am I, that prefume to dire& the great 
Father of the Faithful? 'Thou art enlighten’d 
with all Knowledge and Wifdom! Peradventure 
thou haft Reafons to divert thee from fuch an 
Enterprize, which I cannot comprehend. There- 
fore I cover my Mouth with Duft, and acqui 
efce. 

As to the late Revolution, I am not to difpute 
the Will of my Superiors. However, I receive the 
News of that Tragedy with lefs Difcontent, in re- 
gard, thou thy felf, who art the Oracle of the 
Muffulmans, haf thought fit to depofe Sultan دل‎ 
brabim; ufing herein the Advice and Confent of 
his own Mother, and of Mabmut Baffa, with that 
of the 7azizar Aga, who, next to thy felf are 

two the moft knowing Sages in the Empire. : 

What remains, but that I fhall pray for the long 
Life of Su/tan Mahmut? Defiring alfo, That Hea- 
ven may fo dire& his Counfels, that he may ne-

T length the Deputies of the Nazarene Prin- 
ces at Munffer have concluded a Peace: 
They have been thefe fix Years debating about 
Trifles and Pundfilios, as is the Manner of the 
Chriftians, even in the moft important Affairs. 
This Treaty was fign’d the 24th of the lait Moon, 
when all farther Hoftilities ceas’d on all Sides, ex- 
cept on the Parts of France and Spain, whofe Quar- 
rel could by no means be adjufted, in this dey 
Agreement of Chriffendom. 

Thou haft by this time heard of the late Tu : 
mults and Emotions in this City ; the Difaffecti- 
en between the Court and Parliament, with the 
fhort Siege of Paris. Now things feem to be com- 
pos'd, and in a Calm: But it may only prove a 
Truce, while both Parties take Breath, to rufh up- 
on each other with the greater Violence. - The 

City is unmeafurably rich and populous, and can 
arm an Hundred thoufand Men at an Hout’s Warn- 
ing. The Parliament abets their Quarrel: This 
encourages them to vie with the Court: The 
Merchants Vive like petty Kings: Abundance of 
Gold fills them with Pride and Ambition. Whilit 
the Court, in the mean time, are clofe and re- 
ferv’d, projecting how to deltroy the Fafion, and 
~ affert the regal Authority. The Queen Regent is 
refolute and fevere, yet fuffers her felf to be mo!- 
lify’d with the milder Counfels of Cardigan Ma- 
zarini, and the Duke of Orleans. 

In the Beginning of this Reigy, I gave an Ac- 
© count to the Mizifers of the Port, of the Duke of 
Beauforts 
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Beaufort’s Imprifonment in the Ca//e of the Wood 
of Vinciennes, which is one of the King’s Palaces: 
This Prince is now efcap’d from his Confinement, 
and come into the City: The Fafiovs cry him up 
for a Patriot, and are refolved to protect him with » 
their Lives and Fortunes. 

If thou yet retaineft thy Health and Vigour, 
thou art happy. As for me, I feel continual De- 
cays; yet am not troubled, perceiving at the 
fame time that I approach nearer to Lamortality. 
Wherefore I neither feek Reforatizves, nor con- 
fult Phyficians; but fuffering my felf to diffolve 
gradually, I die with Pleafure, pluming and pre- 
paring my felf daily, as one ready fo take Wing 
for a more happy Region.

following her Advice. Befides, fhe could not eafily 
forget her Difgrace and Confinement on the ac- 

count of the Arzienian Lady’s Death, 1 
ut 
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But I am aftonifh’d and vex’d to hear, that 
the Mufti fhould be concern’d in fo black a 
Tragedy. How fhall we have the Confidence 
hereafter, to reproach the Chriffiens with their 
frequent Trea/fons and Murdering of their Kings 5 
fince it will be eafy for them to retert, That the 
fupreme Patriarch of our Law has enter’d into 
the Secret of Rebels, confpired the Death of his 
Sovereign, and caufed him to be depofed and 
firangled ? 
| As for the Aga of the Fanizaries, I fuppofe 
him rathef over-aw’d into the Cou/piracy, by the 
Forcible Reafons and elegant Parole of the Mufti, 
than any ways. voluntarily engaging himfelf in 
Crimes, to which he feems to have no Inclina- 
tion. Befides, he could not refufe to make one 
in the Party, after it had once been propofed to 
him; unlefs he were refolv’d to be the firt Vidin 
of their Jealoufy, and be murder’d himfelf, to 
prevent the Difcovery of the reft... Yet his Du. © 
ty and Honour ought to have fuperfeded all other 
Confiderations: And he fhould.have chofen to 
die in his Allegiance, rather than to live ftain’d 
with fo foul a Crime. 

However it be, I cannot approve their Tvea- 
fon.

Neither can 1 in 
Confcience comply with the Injun&ions of the 

Mufti, who has commanded me, in a Letter, to 

fpread an ill Character of Su/tan Ibrabim, among 

the Chriftians, that fo his own Proceedings 

may appear juft °Tis true, 1 owe much. to 


the | 
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the Authority of this /overeignu Guide of true Be 
lievers; yet I muît not, to pay this Debt, turn 
Bankrupt of my Reafon: I owe fomething to 
. myfelf, and to the diffinguifbing Charaéter of a 
Man. I promifed him, indeed, to obey his Com- 
mands in this Point: But he that has given me 
. 2 Difpenfation for all the Lies and Perjuries I fhall 
be guilty of in Paris, will, I hope, pardon me, 
if I turn my own Confefor, and abfolve myfelf, 
for not performing my Word to him in this 
Point, 

I am not often guilty of afperfing the Living, 
but I abhor to injure the Dead; leit I-fhould in- 
cur the Fate of him, who being at Enmity with 
a famous /7reffler, purfued him»with Malice and 
Revenge, even in his Grave. For envying the 
Honour that was due'to this Wre/fler’s Memory, 
in that his Statwe was fet up in a pudlick Place, he 
went privately one Night, with defign to throw 
the Statue down: But after he had fpightfully 
disfigured it in feveral. Parts with a: Hammer, 
and was bufy in working its Overthrow; the 
Image on a fudden fell on him, and crufh’d him 
to Death: As if the Spirit of him whom it re- 
prefented, had given it this Fall, to revenge the 
Malice of his Adverfary. 

Certainly, the Ancieris were not ignorant what 
they faid when among other fage Counfels, 
they advifed Mortals, Not to /peak ill of the 
Dead, but to efieem them facred, who are gone in- 
to the immortal State. And Plato’s Ring had this 
Motto on it: /t is eafer to provoke the Dead, 
than to pacify them, when once provoked. Inti- 
mating thereby, that the So/ of the Departed 
are fenfible of the Injuries that are done them 
by the Living, ©. 

Therefore I will fhun Detra&ion, efpecially 
of the Dead. And, if I cannot fay much in

HEN 1 informed thee how the Scots had 

fold their King to the Englifb Rebels, it 
was eafy to prefage the Confequence, without a 
Revelation. When Sovereign Monarchs become the 
Merchandize of Faéions, they commonly pay the 
Price with their own Blood: And there are few 
Examples of Princes that have been imprifon’d by 
their Subjecis, and yet have èfcaped a violent 
Death : For عامط‎ who have once advanced fo far 
in their Tresfon, as to feize the Perfon of their 
Sovereign, can never retire with Safety to them- 
felves, or at leaft their own Guilt makes them 
think fo. The Confcioufnefs of what they have 
already done, prompts them to proceed in their 
Wickednefs: and their Defpair of faving their 
own Lives, makes them conclude it neceflary to 
take away is, whole violated Maje/ty, they fear, 
will never pardon fo impudent an Effay of Trea- 


fon. 


But . 
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But the Method which the Exg/ifp have taken 
to murther their King, has not a Precedent in Hi- 
ftory: Thefe Jnfide/s have out-ftripp’d all former 
Trayters, in the Contrivance and Execution of 
. their Regicide: They have even furpaffed them- 
felves, and their own firft Defigns. 

It has been ufual for Traytors, to take away 
the Life of a depos’d Monarch privately, by Poi- 
fon or Affaffin, either in refpe& to his royal Blood, 
or to avoid the Poffibility of a Refcue, from any 
of his loyal Friends and Subjects. But, thefe Bar- 
barians were refolved publickly to infult on Ma- 
jefty, to brave the whole World in the Execution 
of their Villainy, and make a pompous Conclufion 
of their Treafons. For, They ere&ed a new Di- 
van, or Court of Fudicature, compofed of the moft 
infamous Traytors: There they formally try’d 
their Sovercign, by a Law of their own making: 
condemn’d him as a Tyrant and a Traytor: And 
finally, caufed his Head to be chopt off with an 
Axe, by an Executioner, before the Gates of his 
own Palace, in the Sight of Thoufands of his S44- 
jets; that fo they might appear, not fo much to 
kill their King, as to deftroy the Monarchy it felf, 
and triumph in its Ruin. 7 

Haft thou, O venerable Fudge of the Faithful, 
ever read or heard of fuch a daring Treafon? All 
Europe ftartles at the monftrous Fat. And Cardi- 
nal Mezarini himfelf, who carried on that private - 
Web of fa&ious Defign in England, whofe firft 
Threads his Predeceffor Richlieu had {pun ;. yet ex- ~ 
preffed an Horror, at the News of this Tragedy. 
And, I look not on this to be an Artifice of Po- 
licy in him to blind the World; buta real Dif. 
covery of his Sentiments: For he is too generous — 
to approve fo barbarous a Proeeeding ‘againt a 
Sovereign Monarch, though his Enemy.) 


T’ other 
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T'other Day he was heard to fay, That in 
Revenge of the King’s Murder, he would embar- 
rafs the Counfels of the Englifh Rebels, more thax 
be had done thofe of their Sovereign. 

This was not fpoken fo fecretly, but Mahmut 
had Intelligence of it within an Hour: For I 
have more Ears in Paris,than thofe on my Head, 
to hearken after the J#trigues of this Miniffer: 
And it will be difficult for him hereafter to fpeak, 
write or act any thing; no, not even in his pri- 
vate Clofet, which will not be difclofed to me. 

Yet, though I thus watch his Motions as an 
Enemy, and do my utmoft to render his De- 
figns againft the Ottoman Port ineffectual, I can- 
not in my Heart condemn this Miziffer, who all 
the while atts but the part of a faithful Servant, 
and: an ad/e Statefman, in firiving to aggrandize

His fupporting alfo the Fadions in E ngland, and 
noutifhing the Difcontents of that géddy-beaded 
People, were but the Refult of his Zeal for. his 
Country, and for the Church, whereof he is one 


of the principal Pillars: It being evident from . 


his Grief at that King’s Murder, That he bore 
no Malice againft him, but only fought to. hum- 
ble him into Terms of Compliance with France. 

When I fay this, I fuppofe the Cardinal's Sor- 
row on that Account, to be free from Fi&ion: 
But who knows when the Actions of: State/men 
are undifguis’d, and. when not? For I am well 
affured, "That whilft his Agents were bufy in-em- 
broiling that Nation, he promifed the exiled 
Englifb Queen, to affilt her Hufband with Men 
and Money againit thofe very Rebels, with whom 
he held a private Correfpondence; and to whom 
his Coffers were really open 0) 

Mott of the European Statefmen are corrupted 
with the Maxims of a certain famous Writer 
whom 
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whom they call Machiavel. This State Ca/uift 
has taught them, to boggle at no Crimes, which 
may advance the Ends they aim at; every thing, 
in his Opinion, being honeft, that is fuccefsful. 
Thus, Policy among the Nazarenes, is degenerat- 
- ed into fordid Craft: And that which was once 
defervedly efteem’d a Virtue, neceffary to the Go- 
wernments of the Wor/d, is now turn’d into a Vice; 
of which the very Out-Laws, Free-Booters and 
Pirates, are afham’d. ش‎ 
God, who fuffer’d the Earth to be inhabited by 
Angels, for an infinite Number of Ages before he 
created Adam, and then expelling them hence for 
their Wickednefs, and turning them to Devi/s, 
gave this Globe for a dwelling Place to Men; 
grant, That the enormous Crimes of Morta/s may 
not provoke Aim to exterminate our Auman Race, 


and reftore the Devi/s to their ancient Habitati- 
Ons.
